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An annaity of £10 a year from a Benefit Society, whose income arose 
partly from lands vested in trustees and partly firom contributions of 
members, was held not to confer on an annuitant (the claimant) any 
direct interest, legal or equitable, in the lands of the Society : Eobiuton 
V. Ainffe, 4 L. R. C. P. 429. 

In AneJay v. ZewU, 17 C. B. 816 ; 26 L. J. C. P. 121, it was held 
that a purchaser of freehold land (sufficient in value to confer a qualifi- 
cation to vote), to whom no conveyance had been made, and who has 
not been let into possession, does not acquire a right to be registered 
under 6 Vict. c. 18, s. 74, although he has paid the whole purchase 
money. 

The claimant occupied the house and garden in Lord Collmgsby's 
Hospital by virtue of an appointment, under which he was entitled to 
hold the same rent free for life, unless he was found guilty of felony, &c., 
and also entitled to receive clothes and coals, and fixed payments, out of 
funds of the hospital. It was held that the claimant, having a freehold 
for life, occupied as ** owner,** and that the circumstance of the endow- 
ment being more or less eleemosynary did not deprive him of the fran- 
chise : Freyer v. Bodenham, 4 L. R. 629. 

^* A great deal of ambiguity has been brought into these cases by saying 
that a man would be prevented from being qualified, though he had a 
legal or equitable freehold, if the mode of occupation was eleemosynary. 
I have a great desire to avoid introducing anything that is, to my mind, 
an entirely mistaken notion as to the question whether the party is owner of 
the eq uitable freehold or not. In deciding this question, it may be very 
material to see whether the trustees held in trust to take the profits and 
dispose of them in an eleemosynary manner, to the objects of the donor's 
bounty ; but if a person have an estate, whether legal or equitable, it 
matters not whether the motive of the donor of the estate was of a 
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charitablf nature, or whether the feelings of the parties who took the 
estate and enjoyed the profits under it ought to be the feelings of the 
eleemosynary grantees :" Erie, C. J., Eobert$ v. Percivaly 18 C. B. N. 
S. 36. 

** It may be that where there is an agreement to grant a term or pay- 
ment of a snm of money simplieiter^ the party may have an equitable 
interest in a term, and possibly be within the enactment; bat when 
there is a condition to be performed before the term is created, I think 
he cannot be said to have a term even in equity ; at all events, not such 
a term as is contemplated by the Reform Act and the Representation of 
the People Act, 1867."— M. Smith, J. : Trotter v. WaUon^ 4 L. R. C. 
P. 463. 

M. was rated occupier in respect of three fields, which were granted by 
L. under a parol yearly contract. There was a gate to each field, ef 
which the keys were given up by L. each year. The rates were paid 
by M. L. paid £14 a year for the grazing. M.'s brother, who acted 
as his agent, kept a master key of the outer and principal gate, but did 
not inform L. that he did so. L. made no use of the field, except for 
grazing. It was held that M. was entitled to remain on the list of rated 
occupiers : CShea v. Meara, 8 Ir. L. R. G. L. 115. 

Where there was a lease for lives of a house and* garden, " leasehold 
house and garden" was held to be a sufficient description of the nature 
of the qualification : Jones v. Jones f 4 L. R. C. P. 423. 

The claimants claimed as rated occupiers. The value of the premises 
was omitted in the special list, and also in the claim. It was held that 
the Revising Barrister should have amended by inserting the rated 
value: Herman v. Troy^ 3 Tr. L. R. C. L. 117. 

A notice of objection directed, "T. Ourran, Charles-street," without 
the addition of " Sligo," was held sufficient : W-Niffe v. WiUon, 3 Ir. L. 
R. C. L. 123. 

The appellant appeared in No. 128 and No. 129 on Town Clerk's list 
as a rated occupier of *' house and small garden" of sufficient value. He 
had occupied No. 128 for more than a year, and had changed to No. 129 
in the previous March. It was contended that the claim was defective, as 
it should have expressly claimed in respect of ^' premises held in imme- 
diate succession." It was held (rfw. Fitzgerald, B.), that the Revising 
Barrister should have amended, and put the claimant on the register as 
holding premises in immediate succession : Kelleker v. Tarrant^ 3 Ir. R. 
C. L. 131.

THE 

LAW OF KEGISTKATION IN IRELAND. 



CHAPTER I. 

THE COUNTY FEANCHISES. 

By the 12tli section of the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, it 
was provided that, after the 12th day of March, 
1851, no person should be entitled to vote at an 
election of a member or members to serve in Par- 
liament (a), unless such person was duly registered 
according to the provisions of the said Act. By 
the 135th section of the same Act, the Register was 
made conclusive evideoce that the persons therein 
named continued to have the qualifications annexed 
to their names respectively in force at the time of 
the election. And it was further provided by the 
78 th section of the same Act, that no inquiry should 
he permitted at the time of polling as to the right 
of any person to vote, nor any objection thereto 
made or received by any returning officer, or his 
deputy, save only as to the identity of the voter sediev and 
with the person whose name appeared on the Regis- s ir. c. l.' 
ter, and as to whether he had already voted. The

^ight of any man to vote at the time of the election 
thus depends on whether his name is on the Regis- 
ter. I shall, therefore, at once proceed to consider 
the nature and description of the qualifications which 
entitle a man to be registered. 

In Counties, the qualifications for being placed on 
the Register now comprise a freehold and a lease- 
hold franchise, independent of rating, and not re- 
quiring actual occupation, which existed prior to 
the passing of the 13 & 14 Vict c. 69, and a freehold 
and leasehold franchise, dependent on rating, created 
by that, and modified by subsequent Act. The 
existing frandiises in counties may be conyenieutly 
classified as follows : — 

1. Independent of rating, and not requiring actual 
occupation, 

FmnehiMs 1* <^ £60 Freehold FranchtH, — Persons s^sed of 
ofnttoff.^ an estate of freehold in lands, tenements, or heredi- 
taments, of the yearly value of £50, or upwards, 
late Irish currency, above all charges, if otherwise 
qualified, are entitled to be registered. 

2. A £20 Freehold Franchise (a), — Persons seised 
of an eatate of freehold in lands, tenements, or heredi- 
taments, of the yearly value of £20, or upwards, 
above all charges, if otherwise qualified, are entitled 
to be registered. 

4. A £10 Leasehold Franchise. — Persons possessed 
of lands, tenements, or hereditaments, iovthe residue

of a term {a) originally created for sixty years, <ft 
upwards, as leases or assignees, and having a benefi- 
cial interest of the yearly value of £10, above all 
charges, if otherwise qualified, are entitled to be 
registered. 

4. A £20 Leasehold Franchise, — Persons possessed 
of land, tenements, and hereditaments, for the residue 
of a term of fourteen years, as lessees or assignees, 
and having a beneficial interest of the yearly value 
of £20, above all charges, if otherwise qualified, are 
entitled to be registered. 

5. A Copyhold Franchise, — This has practically no 
existence in Ireland. 

II. Dependent on Rating. — Under the 1st and 2nd franchises

1. ^ £12 Bated Occupation Franchise, — Persons 
occupying as tenants or owners any lands, tenements, 
or hereditaments, who are rated in the last rate as 
such occupiers, at the net annual value of £12, or 
upwards, if otherwise qualified, are entitled to be 
registered. 

2. A £5 Rated Freehold Franchise Persons who 

are seised of or entitled for their own use to any 
estate, legal or equitable, in fee simple or fee tail, or 
for their own lives (such tenants for life not being 
lessees or assignees of a lessee or an under lessee), or 

(a) Where a testator devised a term of 999 years to trustees to 
pay the rents and annual produce to the claimant for life, and the 
residue, after his decease, to the children of the claimant, it was 
held that the claimant was not possessed of the residue of the 
term originally created, and was not entitled to be registered : 
Gainsford v. Freeman, 1 H. & P. 329.

of or to any estate of freehold for lives renewable for 
ever, or estate quasi entail of such freehold in any 
lands, tenements, or hereditaments, which are rated 
in the last rate, at the net annual value of £5, or 
upwards, and are to the persons so seised or 
entitled of the net annual value of £5, above all 
charges, are, if otherwise qualified, entitled to be 
registered. 

The Reform Act of 1 832, in the first section, which 
creates the £10 and £20 leasehold franchises, uses 
the words, "lands and tenements :" the 13 & 14 
Vict. c. 69, in creating the rated franchises, uses 
the words, ** lands, tenements, or hereditaments." 
The word ''hereditaments" is more comprehensive 
than the words *' lands" and " tenements ;" for it 
applies not only to lands and tenements, but to some 
subjects of personal property, and to mere rights 
which imply a privation of property. 

The word ** tenement" is sufficiently large to com- 
prise not only land, but every profit issuing out of 
land, as offices, rents, tithes, annuities, tolls, a several 
fishery, free warren, common of mines, or turbary 
appendant, and {semble) common of pasture (a). 

An annuity is not a tenement, unless it is charged 
on lands : when it is so charged by deed, and se- 
cured by power of distress it is a rent-charge. 

A rent-seek would appear to stand on the same 
footing as a rent-charge, since a remedy by distress 
has been annexed to its reservation by the 1 1 Anne 
c. 7, s. 7. It is a tenement, and confers a sufficient

estate for the freehold franchise: Dodds v. Thompsoit^ 
1 H. & P. 285. 

If, however, an annuity of £20 late Irish currency 
were charged on lands in two counties, it would be 
insufficient in point of value, as it would be appor- 
tioned rateably between the lands in both counties ac- 
cording to their value : West V. Bohson, K. & G. 141. 

On the 29th of January, 1864, A. conveyed a BeUsr. 
rent-charge of £60 to B., to the use of the five sons 
of A., no rent being paid till June, 1864. It was 
held that the five sons of A. had been in actual pos- 
session of the rent-charge for six months previously 
to the 31st of July, 1864, and were therefore en- 
titled to be placed on the Kegister,as a grantee, under 
the Statute of Uses, immediately acquires actual 
seisin, though a grantee by an ordinary grant at 
Common Law is not in actual possession until he has 
received the rent: ffelis y.Blain, 18 C. B. N. S. 90. 

Where the grant is at Common Law the claimant 

must have received some gale thereof six months 

previous to the 20th of July: Carroll w. Barry ^ 15

A benefice (h) or office to be holden for life, and Benefice or

an office be held not for life, or during good be-

haviour, but merely at the will of others^ it loses its 
freehold character. 

Where W. L. was appointed a schoolmaster " till 
a person properly qualified should offer," it was 
held that W. L. had no freehold. 

The office {a) must be for life, or for what the law 
considers to be equivalent to an estate for life, e, g. 
during good behaviour, and the interest must be in 
land in the right of the office. 

Mere easements, such as ways and watercourses, 
are not tenements. Where by a local Act trustees 
of a church were empowered to sell in fee-simple the 
pews in the church, with power to the purchaser to 
re-sell to any parishioner, it was held that a person 
who bought the fee-simple of a pew from a purchaser 
from the trustees had no tenement, but merely an 
easement : Kindt v. ChorUon, H. & P. 383. 

An advowson yields no annual profit, and will not, 
therefore, qualify for the franchise. 

The tenement must be situated within the county 
where the voter claims to be registered : 13 & 14 
Vict, c 69, s. 4. 

Shares in Rivers, Canals, ^c, — The members of 
a corporation aggregate which is seised in fee -simple 
of freehold lands have no such estate, legal or equi- 
table, in the lands of the corporation as gives them 
the franchise for the county, although their indi- 
vidual shares in the profits realized from such lands 
by the corporation exceed forty shillings a-year 
each : Adand v. Lewis, 9 C. B. N. S. 32. 

(a) Hall V. Lewis, K. & G. 499 ; Buthell v. Eastes, K. & G. 

484. 
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Where a company duly registered under the 19 
& 20 Vict. c. 49, and the 20 & 21 Vict c 14, holds 
freehold lands, the shareholders have do interest in 
the lands entitling them, or any of them, to vote 
for the county wherein the lands lie: Bulmer v. 
Norris, K. & G. 321. 

As regards unincorporated companies and partner- 
ships, the better opinion appears now to be, tbat 
unless the members of the company or partnership 
are in such occupation as constitutes them at least 
tenants at will, they are not entitled to be registered. 

In Baxter v. Brown, lands and mills were vested in Baxter y. 
trustees, subject to trusts in a deed which declared 
the premises should be deemed to be personal estate, 
and held in trust as part of the stock in trade. It 
was held that each partner took an equitable interest 
in the realty to the extent of the amount of his shares. 
Tindal, C. J., observed : — '* A freehold estate, in the 
words of Lord Eldon, though personal in enjoy- 
ment, was freehold in its nature and quality, and 
that it was the nature and quality, and not the mode 
of enjoyment, the Court had to look to to decide 
whether the claimant was entitled to vote." He also 
observed that it was doubtful whether a private 
agreement could deprive a man of an inherent 
right: Baxter v. Brown, 7 M. & G. 198. 

Lord St. Leonards subsequently expressed him- 
self as dissatisfied with that decision. 

In a subsequent case, certain lands and buildings senneu^. 
thereon, to wit, the Corn Exchange at Manchester, 
were vested in trustees, subject to the trusts of the 
Companies' deed of settlement, by which it was de- 
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clared, amongst other things, that the shares in the 
Exchange were to be legal personal estate, the Com- 
pany was provisionally registered under the 7 <& 8 • 
Vict. c. 110, 8. 58. The Court held that the 
provisional registration did not amount to incorpo- 
ration : that the Company stood on the footing of 
an ordinary unincorporated Company ; but notwith- 
standing that the shareholders, being only entitled 
to a share of the profits, had no sufficient equitable 
estate in the lands to qualify them to be registered. 
The test appears to be — is the partner or shareholder 
merely entitled to receive a share of the profits? 
Bennett v. Blair, 1 H. & P. 35. This case was 
followed in Freeman v. Gainsfield, 1 H. & P. 255. 
But where A., being lessee of a mill for a term of 99 
years at £350 rent, terminable on lives, took B., C, 
and D. into partnership in the business which he 
carried on at the mill, they lived in the house with 
him, and each paid one- fourth of the expenses, in- 
cluding rent, and received one-fourth of the profits, 
and all four were rated for the premises, it was held 
that B., C, and D. had each a right to a borough vote, 
and had properly claimed to have their names 
inserted on the list of £10 occupiers as for one 
undivided fourth part of the nouse and mill: Borers 
V. Harvey, K. & G. 169. 

An estate for the life of the holder, or any other 
person, or for an uncertain period which may extend 
during life, and is not merely an estate at will, in 
any of the tenements above enumerated, is a good 
freehold estate. If the estate be held at the will of 
another merely, it is an estate at will only and not 
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• 
a freehold ; but an estate granted to hold at the* 
will of the holder is in point of law freehold. Thus, 
where lands were vested by Act of Parliament in 
certain deputies to be allotted in parcels to certain 
freemen of a borough to hold at a rent, observing 
certain rules as long as they (the tenants) should he 
willing, but a power of re-entry was reserved to the 
deputies in case any freemen should be in arrear for 
fourteen days, or should fail to conform to the rules : 
it was held that the allotters had an estate of such 
uncertain duration as to amount to a freehold: 
Beeson v. Burton, 12 C. B. 647. Where, however, a 
schoolmaster was appointed till a person properly qua- 
lified should offer, it was held that he had no freehold. 

Corporations sole may ^be registered, but not Corporations . 
corporations aggregate; or Scholars and Fellows of 
colleges who have no freehold save in the right of 
their colleges. 

Joint tenants and tenants in common of freeholds Joint te- 
nants, Ac. 
over the value of £20 (a), and joint lessees under the 

leasehold franchises, have a right to be registered. 

Joint occupants are also entitled to be registered, 
subject to certain restrictions, to which 1 shall 
afterwards advert. 

As regards the period of enjoyment, the 13th Period of en- 
section of the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, enacts, That no 
person shall be registered in respect of his estate in 
any lands, tenements, or hereditaments as a free- 
holder or copyholder, unless he has been in actual 
possession, or in receipt of the rents and profits for 
his own use for six calendar months before the 20th 
(a) 4 G. 4, c. 36. 
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of July in the current year, and in case of lands 
held as lessee or occupier for twelve calendar months 
before the 20th of July in the current year, unless 
the lands, &c., have come to such person within the 
respective periods of six or twelve calendar months by 
descent, succession, marriage, marriage settlement, 
devise, bequest, or promotion, to any benefice or office. 
Subject to the last-mentioned exceptions, the rule is 
that freehold franchises require six months' pos- 
session, either actual or by receipt of rents and 
profits, and leasehold franchises and the £12 rated 
Criterion of occupation franchise twelve months' possession, 
either actual or by receipt of rents and profits, 
before the 20th of July in the current year. 

With respect to the proper criterion of value, the 
Bedfordshire Committee resolved, *^ That the value of 
the freehold, in right of which the owner votes, is 
the rent which a tenant would give for it, and not 
what the owner occupying it himself may possibly 
acquire from it.** Where a man had been offered 
£15 a year for a plot of building ground, though the 
land in its actual condition was not worth forty 
shillings a year, it was held that £15 was the value 
within the meaning of the Registry Act: AsthuryY, 
Bendersouy 15 C. B. 251. 

Distinct premises, held under different leases, 
made originally for fourteen or sixty years, cannot 
be grouped to make up the required value; the pre- 
mises must be held for one term under the same lease. | 

Where there are joint lessees, each is not to be 
considered as chargeable with the entire head-rent, 
but only with the proportion of the head- rent that 
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• 
is fairly apportionable on the part of the land in his* 
own occupation : per Woulfe, C. J., Ale Reg. Cas. 
256. 

A. and several other persons claimed to be re- 
gistered for a county as the owners, each of an un- 
divided thirty -fifth share of freehold property pro- 
ducing a nett rental, sufficient to give to each of 
them £2 0«. Qd. per annum. This was reduced to 
forty shillings to each owner, by the allowance of a 
commission of £5 a year to one of the thirty-five 
who undertook the management of the property, and 
the transmission to each of the others of his share. 
The barrister, having found that ** the allowance of 
such commission was, from the nature of the property, 
necessary for the collection of the rents,*' held that 
the Court was bound by his finding, and therefore 
could not say that the claimants had a freehold of 
the clear yearly value of forty shillings: Sherlock v. 
StewarU 7C.B.N. S. 21. 

The question of value is one of fact on which the 
decision of the revising barrister is conclusive : 
Cogan v. Luclcett^ 2 C. B. 182. 

A. occupied solely as tenant land at a yearly rent 
of £40. He also, jointly with his father, rented and 
occupied other land at a yearly rent of £64 ; both 
occupations were under the same landlord. It was 
held that A.'s proportion of the joint rent could 
not be added to his separate rent, so as to constitute 
a £50 tenancy qualification : Smith v. Foreman, 1 8 
C.B.N.S. 144. 

The value we have seen must be above all charges. Above au 
By the 10th section of the Reform Act of 1832 it is *'^'"^^'' 
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• 

enacted, **That no public or parliamentary tax, 
county, church, or parish cess or rate, or any cess 
or rate upon any townland or division of any parish, 
barony, or half barony, shall be deemed a charge 
payable out of any estate or tenement within the 
meaning of this Act" 

Mortgage. A mortgage, whether legal or equitable, is a 

charge on the estate, and the interest payable is 
pro tanto a diminution of the yearly value of the 
freehold; but if the mortgage comprises distinct 
premises, it may be apportioned according to their 
value : Moore v. The Overseers of Cerisbrooke, 12 
C. B. 661. The payment of poor-rate by the land- 
lord, under an agreement which the tenant was 
bound by law to pay, diminishes to that extent the 
yearly value of the estate. So dower. 

A trustee entitled to pay himself forty shillings 
a-yearout of the rents and profits issuing from all the 
trust lands, part of which is in his actual occupation, 
has no power to make such annuity issue only out 
of the rents and profits of that part which he 
occupies for the purpose of obtaining a qualification 
to vote ; but the forty shillings must be apportioned 
between the land so occupied by him and the rest 
of the trust lands : MiUs v. Cobb, 36 L. J. C. P. 75. 

Legal and Thus far I have assumed that the legal estate or 

equitable , 

estates. equitable or beneficial ownership were united in the 

person claiming to be registered. When this is not 
the case, however, and the dry legal estate is in one 
person, while the equitable or beneficial ownership 
is in another, the beneficial owner is the only per- 
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• 
son now entitled to be registered. By the 13 & 14' 
Vict. c. 46, sec. 9, it is enacted, that no mortgagee 
of any lands, tenements, or hereditaments, shall vote 
in any election of a member or members to serve in 
Parliament for or by reason of any mortgage estate 
therein, unless he he in the actual possession and receipt 
of the rents and profits thereof; butthat the mort- 
gagor in actual possession or in receipt of the rents 
and profits thereof shall and may vote for the same, 
notwithstanding such mortgage, and that no trustee 
of any lands, tenements, or hereditaments, shall in 
any case have a right to vote in any such election 
for or by reason of any trust estate therein; but 
that the cestui que trust in actual possession or in 
the receipt of the rents and profits thereof, though 
he may receive the same through the hands of the 
trustee, shall and may vote for the same, notwith- 
standing such trust, 

A sufficient equitable interest will entitle a man Agreements 
to be registered either in respect of the freehold or 
leasehold franchises. As regards agreements for 
leases, it was resolved by the committee in Brohan's 
Ca^ey K. & O. 469, ** That no person be entitled to 
be registered as a £10 leaseholder unless the lease 
has been duly executed and delivered to the appli- 
cant six months before he came forward to be regis- 
tered." This, however, was a case of a verbal 
contract not performed in part, and there seems to 
be no reason in principle why a tenant let into 
possession under a verbal agreement for a. lease 
should not be considered an equitable lessee within

the meaning of the Representation Acts, at least 
after unequivocal acts of part performance. 

By the 37th section of the Registration Act of 
1868, it is enacted, That no person claiming to be 
entitled to vote, &c., shall be registered by any 
Chairman or Revising Barrister, unless evidence be 
given to prove such claim. This section was intro- 
duced in consequence of the decision in Boon v. 
Mojg[it, 3 Ir. C. L. 189, in which the late Mr. Jus- 
tice Perrin held that a claim, if unobjected to, could 
not be inquired into by the Chairman or Revising 
Barrister. It is, therefore, of importance to under- 
stand clearly what the claimant must be prepared 
to prove to establish his right to be registered in 
respect of each of the franchises above-mentioned. 

£50 Freehold Franchise, — A person claiming, &c., 
to be registered in respect of this franchise, must be 
prepared to prove — 

Ist That he is of age. 

2ndly. That he is seised by grant or otherwise of 
a tenement, value £50, late Irish currency, by the 
year. 

3rdly. That he has been in actual possession, or 
in receipt of the rents and profits for his own use 
for six calendar months before the 20th of July in 
the current year, unless the tenement have come to 
him by descent, succession, &c. 

£20 Freehold Franchise, — Except as regards the 
yearly value, the necessary proofs are the same as in 
the £50 franchise. 

£\0 Leasehold Franchise* — A person claiming to 
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be registered in respect of this franchise must be 
prepared to prove — 

Ist. That he is of age. 

2ndly. An original lease for a term of sixty years 
still subsisting, whether determinable on a life or 
lives, or not. 

3rdly. That he is the lessee in said lease, or the 
assignee of the lessee, for the unexpired residue of 
said term. (A sub-lessee, or the assignee of a sub- 
lessee, is disqualified.) 

4thly. That his beneficial interest amounts to £10 
yearly, over all charges. 

5thly. That he has been in the actual possession 
of, or in receipt of the rents and profits thereof for 
his own use, for twelve calendar months prior to 
the 20th of July in the current year, unless the 
lands have come to him by descent, succession, &c. 

6thly. In case the original lease of sixty years 
was made determinable on a life or lives, the claimant 
should be prepared to show that the life, or one of 
the lives, was in being (Alcock's R. C, Clear* s Case, 
p. 117). 

£20 Leasehold Franchise. — ^Except as regards the 
yearly value, and the length of the term, the neces- 
sary proofs are the same as in the case of the £10 
leasehold franchise. 

In case of joint tenants, tenants in common, and 
joint lessees, the claimant must further be prepared 
to show that the aggregate yearly value of the pre- 
mises is sufficient to qualify all the joint tenants, 
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tenants in common, or joint lessees, as the case 
may be. 

I will now proceed to consider the rated fran- 
chises, created by the 12 & 13 Vict, c 69. 

£12 Bated Occupation Franchise. — A person claim- 
ing to be registered in respect of this franchise 
must be prepared to prove — 

Ist. That he is of age. 

2ndly. That the lands, &c., in respect of occupy- 
ing which he claims, are rated at the net annual 
value of £12, or upwards. 

3rdly. That he has occupied all said lands, &c. 

4thly. That he has occupied said lands, &c., as 
owner or tenant for twelve calendar months before 
the 20th of July in the current year, unless they 
came by succession, descent, &c. 

6thly. Unless he claims as successive occupant, 
he must show that he has been rated, and paid all 
rates payable, or duly claimed to be rated, and 
tendered all rates payable in respect of all said pre- 
mises before the 1st of January previous. 

If he claims as successive occupant, he must show 
that the lands, &c., occupied by him in immediate 
succession were all rated at the net annual value of 
£12, or upwards, and that all rates due in respect 
of said lands had been duly paid ; the claimant need 
not be rated, though he must be registered, in 
respect of all said lands. 

The subject of joint occupancy will be considered. 



The lands must be rated at the net annual value 
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• 

of jG12, or upwards, and the rate-books, or a com- ^^^g* 
pared copy thereof, are made conclusive evidence of ^^^^ ^^ 
the statements or entries therein contained as to the 
value of any lands, &c., by the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, 
s. 108. 

The claimant must have occupied all said lands — 
that is, all the lands rated, and not merely a por- 
tion of the premises rated, though that portion 
may, in fact, be above the net annual value of £12; 
thus parting vrith a portion of the rated premises is 
a good ground of objection. 

Letting to lodgers, when the relation of landlord Parting with 
and mere lodger is constituted, and not that of land- 
lord and tenant, is not a parting with possession of 
any portion of the premises ; nor is letting in con- 
acre now so considered: M^Keown v. Bradford^ 7 Ir. 
J. N. S. 75; Booth v. M^Manus, 12 Ir. C. L. 
420 ; nor adjisting cattle in the ordinary way : 
Hardy's Case, 4 Ir. J. N. S. 125. 

The claimant must have occupied as owner or occupation 
tenant. Very difficult and intricate questions very tenont.^'^ ^^ 
often arise as to whether the occupation of premises 
is in the character of tenant or in the character of 
mere lodger or inmate. 

Where a house is divided into several sets of rooms, 
each of which opens on a common staircase without 
an outer door, and the occupant of each set is entitled 
to the exclusive enjoyment thereof, and to the un- 
controlled access thereto, and the occupier thereof 
is a tenant, and not a lodger. 

Where a house is divided into several sets of 
c2 
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rooms, and the door of each set opens on a common 
staircase, if the landlord does not reside on the 
premises, and the occupant of each set of rooms has 
a key of the outer door which gives him uncontrolled 
access at all times, then he is presumed to be tenant ; 
and even where each occupant had not a key of the 
outer door, the landlord not residing on the premises, 
it was so held. Where the claimant occupied a 
room as a counting-house in a house in which the 
landlord and others had similar counting-houses. 
There was a wooden gate and a door at the outer 
.entrance which were open all day, but shut at night; 
a clerk of the landlord lived on the premises to 
protect them and keep the keys of the gate and door, 
which could be locked and unlocked only on the 
inside ; it was the clerk's duty to open the gate and 
door to any of the occupiers if required to do so, 
none of them having keys : Downing v. Locket, 5 C. 
B. 40. In giving judgment, Maule, J., said — " There 
is in this case an absence of all circumstances show- 
ing any control over the right of the occupier so as 
to reduce the occupation to something less than an 
occupation as tenant." 

So, where appellants were partners in trade and 
joint owners of a house and offices rated at £113, 
they occupied part of the premises for the purposes 
of their trade, but did not reside in the house: the 
upper portion of the house was let at a yearly rent 
by lease to Messrs. N. and F., solicitors, who carried 
on their business but did not reside: , there was one 
servant paid by the appellants, who resided in the 
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house and took care of the other premises: the 
appellants and Messrs. N. and F. had access to their 
several portions of the premises by the same hall- 
door, which was locked every night by the servant: 
it was held that Messrs. F. and N. were tenants;, 
and not lodgers : Scott v. Metccdf, 10 Ir. C. L. 559. 

Where the landlord resides on the premises, and 
controls, or retains the power of controlling, the 
access of the occupants to their rooms, they are pre- 
sumed to be mere inmates, unless by special agree 
ment the rooms are let to the occupant as tenant. 

Where the claimant rented two floors and had ex- 
clusive control over them and possession of the keys 
of the rooms which he occupied, he and others 
living in the house had latch-keys to the street 
door: there was another lock in the street door, 
the key of which F. had never seen : the landlord 
occupied the shop and lived with his family on the 
premises, but he had never interfered with the 
rights of ingress or egress of the claimant, who, 
when he found the street cjoor fastened, entered the 
house through the landlord's shop: Tindal, C. J., 
observed — " The landlord gave a limited enjoyment 
only to the claimant, the street door had a lock for 
which the claimant had not a key, and his right, 
though not interfered with, was merely permissive ; 
' he could not be said to occupy as owner or tenant, 
he was strictly an inmate or lodger:" Pitts and 
Smedly, 7 M. & G. 85. 

In Cook V. Humber, K. & G. 424, Erie, C J., 
observed that the distinction taken between occupy- 
ing as a tenant and a lodger is not well founded, 
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and that a lodger was a tenant if the premises 
were let to him, although the owner lived in 
the same house {a). Since the decision in Cook v. 
Humber^ and in Stamper v. The Sunderland Church- 
wardens, the question in every case will b^ — 
was there a letting of the premises? and the fact 
that the landlord resides on the premises will not 
be considered conclusive. When the landlord re- 
sides, the presumption will probably be that the 
lodger is a mere inmate : when the landlord does not 
reside, the presumption will probably be in favour of 
a letting, which involves parting with possession. 

Occupation. j^ ^jg^e tenancy without occupation is not suffi- 
cient. Occupation does not necessarily imply per- 
sonal residence on the premises by the claimant or 
his family. Thus, where claimant's name appeared 
upon the borough registry as a rated occupier for 
certain lots of building ground which were un- 
tenanted and to be let for building, it was held that 
the occupation was sufficient: Bruen^s Case^ 4 Ir. 
J. N. S. 106. 

A man may occupy by bales of goods: ITie Queen 
V. St. Mary Kalendar, 9 A. & E. 626. 

Occupation by a caretaker is sufficient. Where 
claimant was objected to on the ground that he 
resided in another county, and did not personally 
use or occupy the premises in question, he proved 
that he paid the rent and taxes and occupied the 
premises by a servant as caretaker, it was held 
that the occupation was sufficient: BoUon^s Case, 4 
Ir. J. N. S. 106.

Further, the occupation must not be eleemosynary 
nor in the character of officer or servant. 

Where the Revising Barrister found that A. was 
the keeper of the Guildhall at B. ; that the house 
was the residence assigned by the corporation to 
the hall-keeper, and in which he was required to 
reside, and that it was necessary for the due per- 
formance of the duties as hall-keeper that he should 
reside there, it was held that this was an occupation 
as servant and not as tenant: Clark v. St, Mary, 
1 C. B. N. S. 23. 

If the occupation of a particular house is in part 
performance of official duty or service, it is not an 
occupation as tenant In such cases the duty or 
service is the principal object, and the occupation 
is only auxiliary to it. But this case must not be 
confounded with another class of case where a per- 
son occupies a house belonging to a public Board or 
to an individual from whom he receives a salary or 
wages, and the value of such occupation is accepted 
in part discharge of such salary or wages:- Rogers 
on Elections, 9th edition, p. 52. 

The principles applicable to such cases are clearly 
laid down by Tindal, C. J., in the case of Hughes v. 
The Overseers of Chatham, 5 M. & G. 54. Tindal, 
C. J., observed " that there was no inconsistency in 
the relation of landlord and tenant with that of 
master and servant. A master may pay his servant 
by conferring on him an interest in real property, 
and if he be, the servant is entitled to the legal 
incidents of the estate as much as if he had pur- 
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chased it. On the other hand, a servant may 
occupy a tenement of his master as a payment for 
his service, but for the purpose of performing it, 
not being permitted to occupy as a tenant, but 
required to occupy in performance of the contract 
to serve. That there was nothing in the above case 
to show that the party was required to occupy the 
house for the performance of his services, or did 
occupy it in order to their performance, or that it 
was conducive to that purpose more than any other 
house which he might have paid for in any other 
way than by his service; and as the case ex- 
pressly found that he had the house in part remu- 
neration for his services, the Court could not 
say that the Barrister was wrong in deciding that 
the relation of landlord and tenant was not esta- 
blished." 
Illegal agree- Where more than twenty persons farmed land 

ment. ^ * 

under a partnership agreement, which was illegal 
under the Companies' Act, 1862, as it had not been 
registered, held that, as they could not show that 
they were in occupation without setting up the ille- 
gal agreement, they had no qualification : Harris v. 
Ainery, 14 W. R. 199. 

Rating. The claimant must be rated at the net annual 

value of £12, but it may be in respect of two or 
more tenements and at distinct rates. Where it 

Nolan's Case, appeared from the rate-book that claimant was 
rated not for a single tenement, but as the occupier 
of two tenements, one the value of £6 10^. and the 
other the value of £3 15^., it was held that such 
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was a good qualification under the £8 borough 
franchise, as the statute contemplated a unity of 
occupation, and not a unity of rate: Nolan*s Case, 
4 Ir. C. L. 290. 

The occupier of lands rated at £12 or upwards, in 
case his name has been omitted from any rate, may 
present to the guardians a claim in writing signed 
with his name, and on his paying or tendering the 
amount of rate, in case the guardians neglect or 
refuse to insert his name, he is deemed to be rated 
in respect of said premises in the said rate: 13 & 14 
Vict. c. 69, s. 110. 

Where, however, one T. K was on the books rated 
for certain premises at £20 6^., and the claimant 
had duly lodged a claim with the guardians claim- 
ing to be rated at £10 5s, in respect of a portion of 
the said premises, which the claimant had occupied 
for the requisite period, it was held that the pre- 
mises in respect of which he claimed were not the 
premises rated, but a portion of them which was not 
rated, and that he was not entitled to be registered; 
BraTigan v. Shaw, 10 Ir. C. L. 545. 

In this case the claimant should have first re- 
quired the officer of valuation to make a separate 
valuation of his portion of the premises, which they 
are bound to do under the Valuation Act in the 
month of November in each year. 

The collector of rates is bound to attend in person 
or by deputy on the 1st day of July and three pre- 
ceding days, to receive payment of rates, at some 
place in each barony within the Union or part of 
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Unions whereof he is collector : 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, 
s. 109. 

£5 Bated Freehold, — Any persen claiming to be 
registered in respect of this franchise must be pre- 
pared to prove 

1. That he is of age. 

2. That he is seised for his own use of a legal 
or equitable estate. 

{a). In fee simple. 

(ft). Fee tail. 

(c). Or for his own life (not being a lessee or 
assignee of a lessee, or under lessee). 

(d). Or of freehold for lives renewable for ever, 
or estate quasi in tail therein. 

3. That the lands are rated at the net annual 
value of £5. 

4. That the lands are of the net annual value 
of £5 at least, over all charges to the claimant. 

5. That he has been in the actual possession, or 
in the receipt of the rents and profits, for six calen- 
dar months before the 20th of July in the cur- 
rent year, unless the lands have come to him within 

' that period by descent, succession, marriage, marriage 
settlement, devise, bequest, or promotion to any 
benefice or office. 

The claimant need not be in actual occupation 
nor be himself rated in respect of the premises, nor 
have paid the rate. An equitable estate is sufficient, 
but a dry legal estate as trustee or mortgagee not 
in possession is not. If the value of the freehold 
be under £20 Irish the claimant is within the 
provisions of the 4th of George IV. c. 36, which 
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enacts — " That it shall not be lawful for any person 
to register any freehold under the yearly value of 
j£20, held by virtue of any lease, deed, or other 
instrument given or executed to any person or 
persons jointly, in common, or partnership, after 
the 1st day of July, 1823."

** Some persons contend that one class of £10 
freehold franchise has been preserved in counties and 
certain cities and towns by the 13 & 14 Yict. c. 69, 
viz. : — A £10 freehold for leases of lives renewable 
for ever, on the ground that such a franchise does 
not require actual occupation ; but the question ap- 
pears to be one of considerable doubt : for while, on 
the one hand, the Chairman of the county of Dublin 
has decided against the existence of such a franchise 
in counties (and the question has not been tried on 
appeal), the Revising Barristers of the city of Dub- 
lin have ruled in favour of that qualification, and 
have even refused to allow an appeal from their de- 
cision, and several persons possessing that qualifi- 
cation are registered as voters for the city of Dublin." 
— Manual of Instruction for the use of lAheral Agents 
in Ireland^ p. 15. ^

tenement except a rent-charge, and must be of the 
clear value of forty shillings Irish, over all charges. 
The claimant must have been registered as a forty 
shilling freeholder, and entitled to vote as such on 
the 7th of August, 1832; must have since continued 
seised of the same lands and tenements, and must 
have resided for six calendar months next previous to 
the 20th of July in the current year in the borough, 
or within seven miles of the usual place of elec- 
tions therein.

he was an inhabitant householder in the borough on 
the 7th of August, 1832, and has since inhabited 
the same house ; and, lastly, that he has paid, on or 
before the 1st of July, all poor rates payable by him 
in respect of said house previous to the 1st of 
January in the current year. 

The freeman The Freeman Franchise. — Any person claiming to

be registered in respect thereof must be prepared 
to prove that he is a freeman by 

Birth, 

Marriage, or 

Service ; 

Or, secondly, that he is an honorary freeman ad- 
mitted before the 30th of March, 1831. 

The certificate of admission, signed by the Town 
Clerk, is primd facie evidence ; but it is competent 
for the Chairman or Kevising Barrister to receive 
evidence to rebut the presumption. Free bur- 
gesses elected after the passing of the Eeform Act 
do not acquire a right to vote : Downing and Mor- 
phy, 15 Ir. C. L. 382. 

The grandsons of freemen in the city of Dublin, 
whether in the maternal or paternal line, are en- 
titled to the freedom of the city. The son of an 
honorary freeman created after the 30th March, 
1831, is entitled, if otherwise qualified, to be regis- 
tered as a freeman; but in all cases the father must 
have been free of the city when the son claiming by 
birth was born : Orpines Case, 6 Ir. C. L. 432. 
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Service. — A freeman, by taking an apprentice who 
serves him, confers the franchise. But if the appren- 
tice serves another master, who is not a freeman, 
or a portion of his term of apprenticeship, even at 
the request of his original master, he acquires no 
right : Lucas's Case, 6 Ir. C. L. 430. 

As regards the mode in which the distance of Mode of 

measuring 

seven miles is to be measured, the 13 & 14 Vict, distance, 
c. 69, sec. 112, prescribes that it shall be measured 
in a straight line ; and that where there is an 
ordnance map of the borough, the distance shall be 
measured and determined by the said map. 

A mandamus will lie to compel the Mayor to 
place a man's name on the freemen's roll.

sons shall, su^ect to the 
conditions hereinbefore pro- 
vided as to a person occupy- 
ing lands, tenements, or 
hereditaments in any such 
city, town, or borough, be 
entitled to vote at any 
election of a member, or 
members, to serve in Parlia- 
ment for the city, town, or 
borough within which such 
premises are situate, in case 
the net annual value of 
such premises as appearing 
on such rate, when divided 
by the number of persons 
rated jointly in respect 
thereof, shall give a net 
annual value of £8, or up- 
wards, for each of such 
persons, but not otherwise." 

The joint occupiers must be rated jointly, and 
appear on the rate book as jointly rated. In coun- 
ties this would also appear to be necessary, under 
the words "otherwise qualified," which I under- 
stand to mean qualified in the other requirements 
besides value, namely, by being rated and by occu- 
pying for the prescribed time. 

According to the interpretation of the words, 
** otherwise qualified'' in the one Act are equiva- 
lent to the words " shall be rated in such rate as 
last aforesaid jointly in respect of such premises, and 
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such persons shall, subject to the conditioDs herein- 
before provided as to a person occupying lands," &c., 
in the other. The forms Nos. 1 and 2 in Schedule A. 
of the Registration Act of 1868 support this view. 

If more than two persons are returned as joint 
occupants in counties where only two are entitled 
to be registered, the Revising Barrister will strike 
out all but the two first names : 12 SoL Jour. 839. 

The names are to be arranged alphabetically on 
the lists : 31 & 32 Vict. c. 112, s. 31. 

It is not necessary that the occupation should 
be with a common purpose ; where two persons 
occupy distinct portions of a house by agreement, 
paying rent and taxes for the same, it was held a 
joint occupation : Johnston's Case^ 5 Ir. C. L. 49. 

Where two houses were built on ground demised 
to trustees on behalf of the parishioners of the 
parish, and were occupied by a parish priest and 
seven curates, each of whom had separate rooms, 
and all two rooms in common, the rated value of 
the premises, when divided by eight, being sufficient 
to qualify in point of value; it was held that they 
occupied as tenants at will premises, the rated value 
of which, divided by the number of occupants, gave 
to each a sufficient qualification : Meyler^s Case, 
5 Ir. C. L. 54. 

Where several persons occupied premises jointly, 
some of whom were rated to the poor, others not, 
and the value of the premises, if divided by the 
number of persons raied, would give the suitable 
qualification to vote ; but if divided by the number 
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of occupiers, would be too small; held that none 
of the occupiers was entitled to be registered : 
M'DowdPs Case, 6 Ir. C. L. 434. 

Three persons were joint owners and occupiers of 
premises in the borough of Carlow, rated at the 
annual value of £35. Two of these were not rated 
for the premises, but the claimant to register was 
rated for the whole: held that the claimant was 
entitled to be registered, though the other joint 
occupiers were not on the rate-books: Sheane^s Case, 
7 Ir. C. L. 306. 

Six persons were jointly lessees of a house at a 
rent of £200, but the premises were occupied by a 
voluntary association called *' The Anti-Corn Law 
Ludceu V. League." More than twenty other parties, members 
of this association, subscribed various sums of money 
to a common fund for the purposes of the associa- 
tion. The six lessees were subscribers to this fund, 
out of which the rent and the wages of the servants 
who had charge of the premises were paid. Various 
members of the association transacted its business 
on the premises. The lessees, when in London, 
were daily on the premises, partly transacting the 
business of the association and partly their own 
aflfairs : held, that the six lessees occupied as tenants, 
and that their occupation was sufficient: Luckett v. 
Bright, 2 C. B. 193. 

The respondents were co-lessees of certain pre- 
mises, and jointly liable to the rent and taxes of the 
same. It did not appear that they used the pre- 
mises for their own purposes. Two separate societies 
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occupied portions of the premises as tenants from ^'2^'*"'* 
year to year, and paid rent for them. One servant 
was in charge of the entire premises. The rent and 
taxes for which the respondents were liable and the 
servant's wages were paid by means of subscriptions 
unpaid by members of the two societies, who were 
under-tenants, held, reversing the decision of the Re- 
vising Barrister, that the respondents were not enti- 
tled to register out of the premises : CorcorarCs Case 
1 Ir . C.L. 547. In this case Baron Green observed, in 
giving judgment : " The case oiLuckett against Bright 
was pressed so strongly upon us in the arguments 
at the bar, that I think it necessary to show the dis- 
tinction between that case and the present at some 
length. The persons there claiming to register 
were persons subscribing to the common fund out 
of which the rent of the premises was paid, and 
were members of the society for the purpose of 
which the premises were occupied, and when they 
came to London these claimants used to transact 
business, partly that of the society to which they 
belonged, and partly their own, in the premises:" 
vide infra^ Stamper v. Sunderland Churchwardens. 

Destruction of Premises by Fire. — A party rated Destruction 
as occupier of houses and yard does not lose the 
right to register on the list of voters by reason of 
the houses being destroyed by fire, he still continu- 
ing to hold the site on which they stood : Whitley's 
Case, 14 L. T. N. S. 899, Ir. 

As regards successive occupancy, the 7th sections Successive 

° A ./ occupancy. 

of the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, and the Representation 
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Act of 1868, enact — " The premises in respect of 
the occupation, of which any person shall be entitled 
to be registered in any year, and to vote in the 
election for any county, city, or borough, shall not 
be required to be the same premises, but may be 
different premises, occupied in immediate succession 
by such person during the twelve calendar months 
next previous to the 20th day of July in each year, 
such person having paid on or before the 1st day of 
July in such year, all the poor rates which shall, 
previously to the 1st day of January in such year, 
have become payable from him in respect of all such 
premises so occupied by him in succession. 

We have already seen that the premises occupied 
in immediate succession should all appear on the rate- 
books, and be rated at the requisite value, and 
that the claimant should occupy the whole of the 
premises so rated in each case. 

A claimant to vote for a borough in respect of 
different premises occupied in immediate succession 
under 2 "William IV. need not show that he has 
been rated by name on the rate-books for the 
premises for which he claims to vote ; provided he 
has paid all the rates, according to that Statute he 
is entitled to vote: Rogers^ Casey 7 C. B.N.J. 29.

enacts : — *' That in the boroughs of Dublin, Cork, 
Limerick, Belfast, and Waterford, every man who 
would be entitled to be registered at the next 
registration of Parliamentary voters under the pro- 
visions of this Act, in respect of the occupation of 
lands, tenements, or hereditaments (for which the 
owner or immediate lessor at the time of the passing 
of this Act is liable to be rated to the poor rate, 
instead of the occupier), if he had been rated to the 
poor rate in respect of the said premises, and had * 
duly paid the said poor rate, shall, notwithstanding 
that he had not been so rated, or paid any rate, be 
entitled to be registered at the next registration of 
Parliamentary voters. 

The lodger franchise is created by the 4th section The lodjrer 

•' ^ franchiBe. 

of the Representation Act of 1868, which enacts as 
follows : — Every man shall be entitled to be regis- 
tered as a voter, and, when registered, to vote for a 
member or members to serve in Parliament for a 
city, town, or borough, who is qualified as follows, 
that is to say — 

1. Is of full age, and not subject to any legal in- 
capacity; and 

2. As a lodger, has occupied in such city, town, 
or borough, separately, and as sole tenant for the 
twelve months preceding the 20th day of July in 
any year, the same lodgings, such lodgings being part 
of one and the same dwelling-house, and of a clear 
yearly value, if let unfurnished, of ten pounds or 
upwards; and 

3. Has resided in such lodgings during the twelve 
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months immediately preceding the 20th day of July, 
and has claimed to be registered as a voter at the 
next ensuing registration of voters. 
Sttb-sec. 1. As to whether females, if otherwise qualified, may 

claim to be registered in respect of this franchise : 
see chapter on Legal Incapacity. 
Sub-section 2nd provides that — 
(a). The claimant must be a lodger. 
{li). Must be separate occupant. 
* (c). Must be sole tenant. 

Let us pause to consider what is the legal 
construction of these requirements. The words 
*' lodger,'* and ** lodgings,*' have not been defined in 
the Irish Act, nor in the English and Scotch ones. 
The Act appears to contemplate two classes of 
lodgers, namely, lodgers who occupy as tenants, and 
lodgers who do not so occupy, and excludes the 
latter class from the franchise. Now, what is the 
class of lodgers that occupy as tenants? In Cook 
H^i^ V. ffumher, K. & G. 413, Erie, C. J., in delivering 
Judgment of the judgment of the Court, observed: — " It seems to 

£rlef C. J. 

me that a lodger is a tenant, if the premises are let 
to him. It was so decided in Newman and Anderton, 
2 N. R. 226 ; there in replevin the avowry was for 
rent of ready furnished lodgings, let at twelve shil- 
lings a- week to plaintifi^, and held by him as tenant 
thereof. The letting was proved as laid, and there 
was judgment on the avowry for the defendant. If 
the occupier of the premises is tenant of them, he 
occupies as tenant Again, it seems to us im- 
material to inquire whether the tenant of a room has

the exclusive possession, that is, possession free from 
servitudes or rights of entry reserved by the land- 
lord. • . . Therequirementofatleast a tenancy ex- 
cludes some occupations of less independence, such 
as servants for their service. For example, the 
porter to a lodge, the gardener to a garden, and also 
as that of a surgeon to an hospital, .of rooms therein, 
and the occupation of premises by objects of charity. 
These, and the other cases of occupation, inferior in 
right to a tenancy, are excluded by the requirement 
that the occupier must be at least the tenant, but if 
he is tenant, he occupies as tenant, and it is imma- 
terial what denomination of tenant he is classed 
under, whether as lodger, termor, a lessee, or what 
not. . . . The common meaning of lodgings is, part 
of a house used for residence." If the requirement of 
occupying as tenant (a) should receive this construc- 
tion, it will be necessary for the claimant to prove, 
in every case, a contract which amounts to a *' let- 
ting" of the premises; and occupations of an elee- 
mosynary and menial character would not be suffi- 
cient. The words, *' separately" and " sole" appear 
to have been introduced, in order to exclude joint *«sepa. 
occupants, and joint tenants ; and the words " same "Soie!" 
lodgings," to exclude successive occupancy. The wgame." 
omission of the word ** separately" in the form of 
claims, given in the schedule, will not deprive it of 
its proper significance in the section creating the 
franchise. 
Sub-section 2 further provides : 

(a) Firfc p. 47. 
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(d.) That the claimant must occupy the same 
lodgings for twelve months before the 20th of July 
ia any year. 

(e.) That such lodgings must be part of one and 
the same dwelling-house. 

(/) Of the clear yearly value, if let unfurnished, 
of ten pounds. * 

This portion of sub-section 2 also appears to 
divide lodgers into two classes, namely ; one class 
occupying lodgings which were part o/b, dwelling- 
house, and another occupying lodgings which were 
in point of law separate dwellings in themselves, ex- 
cluding the latter class from the lodger franchise. 
Judgment of In Stamper v. The Churchwardens of Sunderland, 
Montague Smith, J., in delivering his judgment, 
observes: "As far as I can collect the intention 
of the Legislature from the language used, it is 
meant to make a distinction between the occupiers 
of mere rooms and apartments in an ordinary 
house, and the occupiers of small houses and parts 
of houses as defined in the interpretation clause, ue. 
occupied as * separate dwellings,' such as chambers 
in the Inns of Court. The first are really and 
practically lodgers, diflFering from lodgers properly 
so called only in this, that the owner does not live 
in the house, but lets it out wholly instead of par- 
tially in lodgings. The Legislature may well have 
intended that the occupiers of mere apartments 
should not be rated as * ordinary occupiers,' and it 
may have been governed by two considerations in 
making the distinction to which I have adverted ; 
first, the great inconvenience of assessing the occu. 
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pants and collecting the rates of separate rooms in 
houses of this description as a purely rating ques- 
tion ; secondly, the anomaly which might exist in 
the franchise, if a lodger properly so-called, that is, 
a man who lived in a house partially let in lodgings, 
was not entitled to the franchise unless his lodgings 
unfurnished were of the value of £10 a year, whilst 
the man who occupied one room in a house wholly 
let out in lodgings was entitled to it, however small 
the value of his own rooms might be." 

** I have endeavoured to reach the mind of the 
Legislature, though the words they have used, 
adopting the rule of construction given by Lord 
Wensleydale in The King v. The Inhabitants of Ban- 
hury, 1 A. & E. 142, viz.—* The right rule of con- 
struction is to intend the Legislature to have meant 
what they have actually expressed, unless a mani- 
fest incongruity would result from doing so, or 
unless the context clearly shows that such a con- 
struction would not be the right one.' The above 
construction will not affect the case of occupiers of 
apartments in houses so constructed as to be occu- 
pied separately, and which, by actual severance, are 
separate dwellings, as chambers in the Inns of Court. 
These, if not dwelling-houses, are clearly parts of 
houses * occupied as separate dwellings,' and are 
not, as I think, * apartments or lodgings' within the 
meaning of these words in the 7th clause. It was 
made a question, during the argument, whether the 
loom occupied by the appellant was a 'dwelling- 
house' at all within the meaning of the Act, even 
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as a dwelling-house is interpreted, and whether the 
distinction between dwelling-house and lodgings, 
depending on the principle of actual severance in 
the structure of the dwelling-house, as defined in 
the cases of Cook y.Sumber; Henrette y. Booth, was 
not intended to be preserved by the late Act. 

'* I do not think it necessary to decide whether 
the room in question ought to have been deemed 
to be a part of a house as defined in the inter- 
pretation clause or not, supposing the case had 
to be decided on that ground alone, and the ex- 
ception in the 7th section had not been introduced 
into the Act, because I think, for the reasons 
already given, this room is an apartment or lodging 
within the meaning of that exception, and that 
liability to be rated is governed by that enact- 
ment. The consequence will, no doubt, follow, that 
the present applicant will only be entitled to vote, 
if at all, upon the lodger franchise. The question 
of the right to vote is not directly before the Court, 
but reasons may be suggested for considering the 
occupiers of the house in question to be * lodgers* 
within the 4th clause. It may not be necessary to 
confine the meaning of the words ' as a lodger* to 
lodgers properly so called in a statute which (in the 
7th clause) uses the words, a house * wholly let out 
in lodgings.' 

" It may be that the Statute can be so construed 
as to include under the term 'lodgers* both the 
persons who live in houses partially let out in lodg- 
ings, and in which the owner resides, and those 
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who live in houses wholly let out in lodgings, espe- 
cially where, as to the latter class^ the owner of the 
house is made liable to be rated. The word ' lodger' 
is not defined in the Act ; but the provisions to 
which I have adverted may tend to show that the 
word was not used in the confined sense of ' mere 
lodgers' — to quote the words of Maule, J., in Toms 
V. Lockat, 5 0. B. 23 — ^but in a more enlarged sense 
intended to describe the occupants of lodgings, such 
as those existing in the present case, which are 
neither houses, nor severed and separate dwellings, 
such as chambers and fiats. It was said by the Court 
in Cook V. Euniber^ that a * lod^er^ is a tenant * if the 
premises are let to himJ There is no doubt that that is so^ 
although the owner lives in the same house; and that 
for many legal purposes there is no distinction, as 
regards the occupants of lodgings, between the cases 
where the house is partially let out, and where it is 
wholly let out, provided that the lodgers in each 
case have the right to the exclusive possession of 
th^r rooms. If the above construction be correct, 
the operations of the 7th clause, taken as a whole, 
will be — that, as regards the occupiers of lodgings, 
where the house is wholly let out in apartments, 
as in this case not separately rated when the Act 
passed, the owner, and not the occupier, must be 
rated, and the occupiers will be entitled to vote, 
if at all, upon * the lodger franchise.' " 

In this case, a house originally built as a residence stamper r. 
for one family, was let out in single rooms by the ^^^^^* 
week, the landlord not residing in the house, or Facts of case.

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exercising any control over it, and the tenants having 
exclusive possession of their own rooms, and uncon- 
trolled access thereto, together with the use of the 
common staircase and offices belonging to the house 
The Overseers of Sunderland rated Stamper and the 
other tenants, as being '* occupiers of a dwelling- 
house or separate tenement" under section 7 of the 
30 & 31 Vict. c. 102. Stamper contended that he 
was exempted by the exception in section 7, which 
provides, "That where the dwelling-house or tene- 
ment shall be wholly let out in apartments or 
lodgings not separately rated (which the Court held 
to mean not liable to he separately rated), the owner of 
such dwelling-house or tenement should be rated. 
The Court held that Stamper's room was an apart- 
ment or lodging within the meaning of the excep- 
tion, and that he was not liable to be rated. 
Judgment of In the same case, Byles, J., in delivering judg- 
ment, observed: — " I collect from the case that the 
appellant, though he may be called * a lodger,' in 
the popular sense of that word, is more than a mere 
lodger in its strict sense, for he has the exclusive 
occupation of a. particular room, and has a right to 
use the outer door, the staircase, and other con- 
veniences, as easements appurtenant to his occu- 
pation, the owner not residing on the premises, 
and therefore not retaining his control over the 
outer door or his character as master or paterfa- 
milias. The word 'lodger' is nowhere defined 
in the Act, and section 4, sub-section 2, speaks 
of him occupying separately and as sole tenant 
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part of a dwelling-house, from all which it may 
be argued that the Legislature, even in section 4, 
did not use the word * lodger' and lodgings' in 
this narrow and strict legal sense, but in the 
popular sense, so as to comprehend occupiers of 
rooms where the rooms form part of a dwelling- 
bouse and were not intended and constructed 
to form complete separate dwellings, as they do 
in the flats of Edinburgh or the chambers at the 
Inns of Court, or in the houses in Victoria-street. 
Flats are as much separate dwellings as adjoining 
houses are. The difference is, that flats are under 
the roof, and are divided from one another by a 
horizontal plate, but ordinary adjoining houses 
by a perpendicular or vertical plate; and, indepen- 
dently of the introduction in section 4 of the word 
' occupy,' it may be remarked that it is a recognized 
rule in the construction of Acts of Parliament that 
words are to be taken in their ordinary and popular 
sense, imless the context requires a different sense. 
It may be, therefore, that the appellant is within 
the meaning of the Statute as * lodger,' but the pre- 
cise question is, perhaps, not before us." 

When the rooms in a house are constructed and 
intended to form separate dwellings, the tenants of 
them are not lodgers occupying part of a dwelling- 
house, within the meaning of the section, but rooms 
which are separate dwellings in themselves by actual 
severance. 

In Menrette v. Boothy H. & P. 23, the claimant oc- Model lodg- 

ing-honae* 

cupied the whole of the upper floor, consisting of 
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two rooms in a model lodging-house, using one room 
as a shop, and the other to live in. The rooms 
opened one into the other, and communicated with 
the staircase by an outer door, of which the claimant 
had the exclusive control ; the rooms below were 
occupied in a similar manner. The communication 
from the street to the several holdings was by a 
door-way leading into a passage, and so to a stair- 
case common to all the tenants. At the entrance to 
this passage was a door without any fastening, which 
was open all day, but generally swung to at night. 
The Court held that the claimant's rooms constituted 
a separate house. 

*'Dwcmng- In the English Act the interpretation clause pro- 
vides that " dwelling-house" shall include any part 
of a house occupied as a separate dwelling, and 
separately rated to the relief of the poor. This de- 
finition has been omitted from the interpretation 
clause of the Irish Act, which removes one source of 
obscurity. 

There are thus two classes of lodgers not within 
the franchise — first, lodgers who are not tenants; 
secondly, lodgers who occupy " separate dweUings,'' 
though such separate dwellings be part of one house, 
such as the Inns of Court, London, or the University 
of Dublin, or a model lodging-house. It is stated in 
some of the brochures that have appeared on the late 

Can a lodger Act, that a lodger, occupying premises of the requi- 
site value, may underlet portions of the premises 
without losing his right to be registered. This is, 
in my opinion, only partially correct ; for if a lodger, 
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occupjiDg as tenant, sublets to another lodger a 
portion of the premises to occupy as tenant, the 
under lessee would be a joint occupant with the 
lessor, and the lessor would not occupy ** separately" 
within the meaning of the Statute. If, however^ a 
lodger permitted another person to occupy a portion 
of the premises as inmate, and not as tenant, his 
legal occupation of the whole would not be deter- 
mined : Duigenan^a Case^ Ale. Reg. Cas. 114. A ?JJ^»°^ 
person occupying under a contract for board and 
lodging does not occupy as tenant within the mean- 
ing of the Act, nor does such a contract require to 
be in writing under the Statute of Frauds : Wright 
V. Stavert, 8 W. E. 750.

sufficient occupation within the meaning of the Act, 
as occupation is included in residence as tenant, and 
residence imports that the house is a dwelling-house. 
If the claimant has de facto occupied as a tenant and 
resided for twelve months in part of a house, it 
could scarcely be contended that the house was not 
a dwelling-house. 

Sub-section 3 requires — 

(a). That the claimant has resided in such lodg- Sub-sec. 3. 
ings for twelve months immediately preceding, &c.; 

(5). And has claimed to be registered as a voter 
at the next ensuing registration. 

A permanent unbroken dweUing in a particular Residence, 
place is not required to constitute residence. A 
man may have several places of residence. As soon 
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as it is established that a man has a home at any 
place where his wife, his family, or servants are 
always ready to receive him, the'amount of personal 
residence, provided it be substantial and not colour- 
able, is immaterial. The occupation of offices, &c.^ 
during the day-time for business purposes does not 
constitute a residence within the meaning of the 
Act Where the claimant had a home occupied by 
his family and servants, but was imprisoned, with- 
out the option of paying a fine for five out of the six 
months then required for the franchise, in a gaol out 
of the borough, it was held he had not resided 
within the meaning of the Act: Powell v. Chtest^ 18 
C. B. N. S. 72. There must be the power of re- 
turning at« any time, and an intention to return 
whenever it may suit the claimant's pleasure or 
onvenience: Eogers on Elections, p. 101, lltli 
Edition. 

A person claiming in respect of the lodger fran- 
chise must send in a fresh claim every year. 
How lodgings Lodgings may be let in the same manner as lands 

may be let. 

and tenements ; in general, however, they are let 
either by agreement in writing between landlord and 
" ^ tenant, or by verbal agreement. 

Tenancies from year to year, or for any shorter 
period, may be created without writing ; if for a 
greater period, a deed executed, or note in writing, 
is necessary. Where the tenancy is created by note 
in writing, the claimant should produce it at the 
hearing of the claim, properly stamped. It may be 
well to observe here, that though a letting of lodg-

ings, if from year to year, or for less than a year, 
need not be by note in writing, an agreement to 
let lodgings cannot be enforced, unless it is evi- 
denced by note in writing under the Statute of 
Frauds. 

The words " clear value" do not appear to imply " Clear 
anything more than the word " value" itself. The 
issue the Revising Barrister has to try is, is the 
terms of the section itself — Would the lodgings, if 
let unfurnished, let for £10 a year? 

The form of the clain^ will be hereinafter consi- 
dered. For the present, it is sufficient to observe, 
that the heading of the fourth column is, " Name of 
landlord to whom rent paid," clearly pointing to the 
relation of landlord and tenant as the condition of 
the franchise. No person rated as an occupier can 
be registered as a lodger: 31 & 32 Vict c. 112,

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CHAPTER III. 



LEGAL INCAPACITY. 



In addition to the qualifications mentioned in the 
two preceding chapters, a person claiming to be 
registered must be— 

1. A male person of full age. 

2. Subject to no legal incapacity.

at the election, &c."

incapacity, if duly registered according to the pro- 
visions hereinafter contained, shall be entitled to 
vote, &c., provided no such person shall be regis- 
tered, &c." 

Act of 1868. The words of the Representation Act of 1868 are, 
" Every man shall be entitled to be registered as a 
voter, and, when registered, to vote for a member. 
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&c., who is qualified by being of full age, and not 
subject to any legal incapacity." 

The claimant must have attained his full age, FoUage. 
which he does on the first moment of the day 
before the 21 st anniversary of his birth-day: thus 
a man born on the 2Dd of January, 1800, attains 
his full age at the first moment of the 1st of 
January, 1821. 

To entitle a party to be registered under 2 
William IV. c. 45, s. 27, in respect of the occupa- 
tion of premises, it is not necessary that he should 
have been of full age during the whole of the pre- 
scribed period of occupation: Powell y. Barkery 18 
C. B. N. S. ^S. 

By the 13 <& 14 Yict. c. 21, s. 4, it was enacted, 
That, in all Acts passed after* the commencement of 
the next ensuing Session, words importing the mas- 
culine gender should be deemed and taken to include 
femalesy unless the contrary as to gender was ex- 
pressly provided. This section, of course, did not 
apply to the franchises created by the 13 <& 14 Vict, 
c. 69, and does not apply to '' the more than £4" 
franchise created by the Act of 1868. 

A question, however, arises whether the word Female suf- 
" man" includes females in the section creating the ^ 
lodger franchise. On the one hand, it is urged 
that the word ^^ man*' is a generic term, and does 
not import the masculine gender. This would 
appear to admit that the word " man" is just as 
capable of comprehending females as males, and 
there does not appear to be any sufficient reason for 

F 
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excluding females. On the other hand, if the word 
'*man" should be held, as used in the Act, to 
import the masculine gender, females would be 
included by the operation of the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 21, 
as ** the contrary as to gender" is not expressly pro- 
vided by the Act of 1868. 

In the Registration Act of 1868 Town Clerks and 
Clerks of Unions are directed to return the names 
"of all male persons^^ on their lists of voters: the 
words " male persons" here appear to include 
females, though the Revising Barrister would be 
bound to strike the names of females off the lists, as 
they are not entitled to be registered in respect of 
any of the rated occupation franchises. 

In England this question has a much wider ap- 
plication, as it arises in respect of all the franchises 
created by the late Act. 
Poor law. Females have been admitted, and their right has 

never been questioned, to vote at the elections of 
poor law guardians. In the Poor Law Act elector 
is defined by ratepayer, ratepayer by occupier, and 
occupier by person. If person is large enough not 
to exclude females without express provision, there 
seems to be no reason why "man," if a generic 
term, and used in that sense in the Act, should not 
include females. 

A more difficult question is — Are females ex- 
cluded under the exception as to legal incapa- 
city? Is their sex a common law disqualifica- 
tion from voting at the election of members to 
serve in Parliament? The subject was considered 
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in the case of Reg, v. Crosthwaite^ 17 In C. L. 
463. 

The Towns' Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, 
provides — "That words importing the masculine 
gender, except only the word ' male,' shall, in the R^- ▼• Cro*- 
construction of the Act, be deemed to embrace 
females, unless the subject or context be repugnant to 
such construction." The class of voters was defined 
by the word " person," but the masculine pronoun 
*' his" was used in the sections creating the franchise. 
The question then arose, was there anything in the 
subject or context repugnant to construing " per- 
sons" to include females? The Court of Queen's 
Bench unanimously held there was not. The Court 
of Exchequer Chamber, however, reversed the judg- 
ment of the Queen's Bench, Monahan, C. J., and 
Pigot, C. B., and Ball J., dissentientibus. The 
majority were, Deasy, B., Fitzgerald, B., Keogh, 
J., Christian^ J. Thus, there were seven judges 
for allowing females to vote overruled by four, who 
were against it. Fitzgerald, B., in his judgment, 
said that it plainly lay on the relator to show repug- 
nancy in the context or subject, and rested his judg- 
ment mainly on the fact, that there was repugnancy 
in the subject, as the fact of being a woman amounted 
at common law to legal incapacity to vote at (amongst 
others) elections of members to serve in Parliament* 
In his judgment, Fitzgerald, B., observed: 

" The law then regards the female as less worthy jadgment of 
than the male; and she is subject to incapacities 
founded on inferiority of bodily ability, and on a 
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presumed inferiority of discretion and judgment, 
and also on reasons of decency. And it seems cer- 
tain that for some or for all these reasons women 
are excluded from certain offices and from th« 
exercise of certain rights, of which men are 
capable. . . . 

" I myself entertain no doubt that the weight of 
written authority is in favour of the position that 
women were incapable of voting for members of 
Parliament and coroners. This, however, has been 
questioned; but what I regard as infinitely more 
satisfactory and decisive to my mind than any 
dictum, is that from the earliest records of the law, 
no case is to be found in which a woman's right to 
vote at an election to any office of public trust has 
been asserted and admitted in our courts. . . . 

"The existence of this state of things gives to 
such Acts as the Reform Act and the Municipal 
Reform Act, which expressly exclude women as 
electors, an entirely different effect from what they 
might otherwise have as exceptional legislation, 
because it shows that the qualification of *male* 
is introduced, not by way of exception, but by way 
of recognition of the existing state of things. Just 
as in the Act before us, the introduction of the 
qualifications of ' full age ' is only a recognition of 
the incompetency of infants. 

'' I cannot persuade myself that the Legislature 
by implication, by the mere force of an interpreta- 
tion clause in a general form, now common to 
almost every Act, intended to alter this state of 
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things, or that the Statute should be construed 
without reference to the rule of the common law, 
as plainly recognized in cases of the same kind." 

It is to be observed, that in "I%e Queen v. Crosth- statutes in 

' part materia, 

waitey*^ the argument from previous Statutes in pari 
mcOeria, where the word "person" was confined 
to males, was much stronger than in the present 
case, because the previous Statutes in Ireland use 
the words "male person," the Act of 1868 the 
word "man." 

Pigot, C. £•, in his judgment, said — "lam perfectly jadgment of 
at a loss to understand the proposition — I can hardly 
embrace it — that there is a common law disability in 
women to exercise such functions as are necessary to 
the election of Town Commissioners. I cannot do 
that in a country in which it is part of the common 
law of the land that a queen may reign. Who is our 
present gracious Sovereign ? A woman. I cannot 
solemnly determine that a female is unfit, by reason 
of a common law disability, to vote in electing a Town 
Commissioner, while I administer law under a female 
sovereign. I can conjecture how such an argument 
as this would have been received at a period of our 
history some three centuries nearer than the present, 
to the fountains of our common law. I have looked 
into a rather curious Act of Parliament, as it bears 
upon the present case (an Act, be it observed, ex- 
pressly declaratory of the common law), passed in 
the reign of a female predecessor of her present 
Majesty. It is that Statute which, in order to re- 

f2 
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move any doubts upon the subject, declares the right 
of a female to succeed to the Crown. I find there 
not only a declaration of the common law, but a 
most indignant repudiation of the doctrine, that 
there is in females, by the common ]aw, a disability 
to inherit the Crown of England 

" With respect to the elective franchise, we are 
all aware that in counties it was originally enjoyed 
by the freeholders who were required attending at 
the SherifiTs Court, to return knights of the shire to 
Parliament. It was not until comparatively recent 
times, that Statutes were passed regulating the free- 
hold franchise, and these Acts, from the very first of 
them, expressly named the sex of the persons by 
whom the franchise was to be enjoyed. This was 
plain and express legislation, including one sex, and 
so excluding the other 

" But this withdrawing, by express legislation, 
of women from scenes of turmoil and agitation 
cannot warrant us in holding that there is in 
women, at common law, a disability, by reason of 
presumed mental incapacity, which prevents them 
from voting in the election of persons having the 
power of imposing local taxes. No Statute has so 
enacted. No decision of any Court has affirmed 
the incapacity of women for transacting matters of 
that nature. Several dkta have been cited, but 
they are mere dicta of individual Judges ; and I am 
not aware of any decision — certainly none has come 
within my own observation, and none has been 
cited at the bar — ^in which the incapacity of women 
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to discharge functions analogous to those has been 
pronounced by a court of law. ... 

'' I cannot bring my mind to the conclusion that 
we are at liberty to construe this Act other than as its 
words plainly import, or to interpret the express legis- 
lation of the glossary as if these words had a flexibility 
that enabled the Court to motdd and apply them accord- 
ing to the mere opinion of Judges as to the delicacies or 
proprieties of the female character, or as to the expe- 
diency or inexpediency of conferring functions of this 
Jdnd upon women:'*'* Reg, v. Crosthwaite, 17 Ir. C. L. 
463. 

As the onus of proof of legal incapacity lies on 
the person raising the objection, the Revising Bar- 
rister, if he considers it a case of doubt, will decide 
in favour of the franchise. 

Legal incapacity is divided by the Act of the 13 

6 14 of Vict. c. 69, s. 104, into ^^ legal incapacity

chise of voting any person or class in whom the 
right is already vested: Bulmer Y.Norris, K. & Gr. 
321. 

Idiotcy amounts to legal incapacity. 

Lunatics are not entitled to be registered, except 
during lucid intervals, which in law means when 
the mind is sane — as to constitute a lucid interval, 
absence of the disease itself, and not of the delusions 
merely, must be shown. If the mind have a lucid 
interval in this sense, the Chairman would not be at 
liberty to reject the voter upon any speculation as 
to the probability of the disease itself recurring. 

A convicted felon is disqualified, unless he has 
received a free pardon or a conditional pardon (in 
which case he must show performance of the condi- 
tion), or endured the punishment to which he has 
been adjudged. 

Outlawry for Treason or Fdony disqualifies — Any 
person who has asked or received any bribe for his 
vote has incurred a penalty of £500, and after 
judgment is obtained against him is disqualified : 
35 Geo. III. c. 29, s. 23. 

By the 17 & 18 Vict. c. 102, any person guilty 
of bribery or undue influence under that Act is 
guilty of a misdemeanor; and any candidate guilty 
of treating is liable to certain penalties. Upon con- 
viction thereof, criminally or upon judgment, in 
any penal action under this Act, all are liable to 
perpetual disqualification. Upon sufficient proof 
thereof, their names are to be expunged by the 
Revising Barrister from the list of voters, and in- 
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verted in a separate list, entitled " the list of 
persons disqualified for bribery, treating, or ^ undue' 
influence." 

By sec. 4, any voter corruptly accepting any en- 
tertainment shall be incapable of voting at the then 
election, and his vote, if given, shall be void. 

Persons convicted of bribery at a municipal elec- 
tion are disqualified for ever and for all places, by 
5 & 6 Wm. IV. c. 78, s. 54. 

By sec. 8 of the Representation Act, it is enacted Paid agents. 
*' That no elector who has within six months before 
the election been employed, by or on behalf of any 
candidate for the purposes of election for reward, 
shall be entitled to vote, or if he votes he shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person convicted, Peijnry. 
condemned, and punished for perjury committed in 
obtaining the election franchise: 35 G«o. III., c. 29, 
ss. 72-74. 

Any person who has received relief under the Poor law. 
poor law within twelve calendar months before the 
20th of July in the current year. 

A Returning Officer who makes a double return : Returning 

Officer. 

35 Geo. III. c. 29, s. 23. 

Conveyances in fraud of the election laws, whereby Fraudulent 
estates were colourably created to give votes, were 
void at Common Law ; and persons claiming to be 
registered, or vote by virtue thereof, are disqualified 
by Statute 7 Geo. IV. c. 55, ss. 24, 26, 27 ; Wm. 
IV. c. 68, s. 65. 

When a grant was made bondjide for the express 
purpose of creating a qualification to a son and son- 
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in-law for a nominal consideration, it was held to 
give a vote : Newton v. Overseers of Crowley^ 2 C. B. 
207 ; May v. May, 33 Beav. 81. 

Persons in the Dublin Police Force are disqua- 
lified from voting at the elections for Dublin, Wick- 
low, Kildare, or Meath : 6 & 7 Wm. IV. a 29, s. 19- 

Persons in the Royal Irish Constabulary are dis- 
qualified, for six months after leaving the service, from 
voting : 6 Wm. IV. c. 13, s. 18. 

Police Magistrates in Dublin are disqualified from 
voting: 48 Geo. III. c. 140, s. 15. 

The Collector- General of Taxes, and persons em- 
ployed by him for the purpose of collecting taxes, 
are incapable of voting at any election for the city 
of Dublin : 13 & 14 Vict. c. 91, s. 24. 

The pendency of an appeal is no disqualification : 
13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, s. 82. 

Outlawry in civil actions is no disqualification. 

Conviction for a misdemeanor is no disqualifi- 
cation. 

Bankruptcy is in itself no disqualification, pro- 
vided, under the Bankrupt Laws for the time being in 
force, a sufficient estate remains in the bankrupt. 
In Ireland the leasehold estates of a bankrupt or 
insolvent remain vested in him until the assignees 
have elected to take them. 

Insolvency is in itself no disqualification. 

Persons employed in the collection of Her Ma- 
jesty's revenues are not now disqualified: 31 &32 
Vict. c. 73. 

The Returning Officer may vote, if on the Regis- 
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ter ; and in Ireland is bound to give a casting vote, 
whether he voted before or not : 35 G. III. c 29, 
s. 13. 

A Deputy Keturning OflScer is not, it would ap- 
pear, disqualified, not being " employed by or on 
behalf of any candidate." 

Candidates may vote, if qualified in other respects. 
In 1 859 the election in the county of Derby was 
won by the candidate voting for himself. 

When legal incapacity exists, independently of 
Statute, the Register is conclusive as to the right 
to vote, as well on petition as at the time of the 
election, unless such incapacity has arisen subse- 
quently to the expiration of the time allowed for 
making out the list of voters, in which case it may 
be inquired into on petition. When the incapacity 
is created by Statute, the Register is not conclusive 
on petition : 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, s. 104. 

As we have stated before, the Returning Officer 
can make no inquiry when the voter tenders his 
vote, except as to his identity ; and, secondly, as to 
whether he has already voted. If the voter presents 
himself in such a state of intoxication as not to be 
able to repeat the oath, it is quite clear the Return- 
ing Officer would not be at liberty to record his 
vote. 

If a Returning Officer, without malice or any 
improper motive, but exercising his judgment ho- 
nestly, refuse to receive the vote of a person enti- 
tled to vote at an election, no action will lie against 
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him at the suit of such person: Tozer v. Child, 7 El. 
& Bl. 377. 

Where the plaintiflf tendered his vote at the time 
of the election, and the Returning Officer's Deputy 
rejected the vote, and made an entry in the column 
of the poll-book, headed *' Observations," as follows: 
"Vote objected to as paid agent of Mr. W. ; ten- 
dered his vote." Paid agents were by law then, as 
now, disqualified from voting. It was held that this 
substantially amounted to the recording of the vote 
by the Deputy, and that it was the duty of the 
Returning Officer to reckon the vote. *' It is con- 
ceded that, under the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, the De- 
puty appointed by the Returning Officer has no 
authority to inquire into any objection which may 
be made to a vote which is tendered to him :'' per 
Monahan, C. J. : Magowan v. Sedley, 8 Ir. C. L. 342. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

THE REVISION COURT. 

For the purpose of forming a Register of Voters sect i^- 
in Counties for every year after 1851, the 13 & 14 ^®***';j,^ 
Vict c. 69, s. 6, directs the Clerk of the Peace for "* ®^'^"^e- 
the county, on or before the 1st of June in every 
year, to issue to the Clerk of every Poor Law Union 
situate wholly or in part within his county a pre- 
cept in the Form No. 3 in Schedule A. 

The precept informs the Clerks of Unions what 
their duties are in the formation of the Register, 
and how to discharge them. 

In counties the Clerk of the Peace is not bound 
to give notice about the necessity of paying poor 
rates. 

When the Register has been returned to the Clerk sect 21. 
of the Peace by the Clerks of the various Unions 
he is required, after due inquiry, to deal with that 
portion of the Register which does not relate to the 
rated occupation franchise, and enter his objections in 
the margin by writing or printing the words **dead" 
or " objected" before the names of any persons on 
the Register. 

Before the 22nd of July in every year he is re- ^'^*- g- 
quired to sign and publish in each barony and keep for Jgg*^^"},®"'^^ 
inspection gratis for fourteen days, from ten to four ^aatuuiy.

In counties, the Clerk of the Peace or his deputy 
is directed to attend and deliver to the Bevising 
Barrister the lists of claimants and of persons 
objected to, the original notices of claims and 
notices of objection, and the returns of Clerks oi 
Unions for the current year, and a printed copy of 
the Begister of the voters then in force. 
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The Clerks of Unions are also required to attend sect 48. 
with the rate-books for the current year. 

The Collectors of Rates are also bound to attend, Sect 6c. 
if required. 

The duties of the Revising Barrister are defined sect 66.

1. He is to expunge the name of any person 
-whose qualification as stated is insufficient in law, 
and of every person proved to be dead. 

The qualification of a county voter was stated in 
the list to be *' freehold share in FuUam Bridge." 
His vote was not objected to, but the Revising 
Barrister expunged his name on the ground that 
the Court of Common Pleas, in Tepper v. N'ichoh, 
had decided that the shareholders in Fullam Bridge 
had no qualification. It was held that the qualifi- 
cation, being good on the face of it, the Revising 
Barrister had no power to expunge the name, unless 
it was properly objected to : Smith v. James, 1 L. R. 
C. P. 138; and CoUina' Case, 3 Ir. C. L. 189. 

2. He is to correct any mistake in any list, and see 
that the name of same person does not appear twice. 

No misnomer or inaccurate description of any sect us. 
person, place, or thing named or described in any 
schedule; or in any rate, list, or copy of Register 
of Voters, or in any notice, shall in anywise abridge 
the operation of the Act, provided the person, place, 
or thing shall be so denominated as to be commonly 
understood, 

3. If the Christian name, or place of abode, or 
nature of the qualification, or local or other descrip- 

02 
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tion, or name of the occupying tenant is wholly 
omitted, or described insufficiently for identification, 
he is to permit the defect to be supplied before the 
revision is complete, or expunge the name if it is 
not supplied. 

The name of J. P. was on the Town Clerk's list 
of voters, and R. P, appeared at the Revision Court, 
and claimed to have the Christian name on the list 
changed for his own. The claimant was registered. 
It was held on appeal that the evidence was not suf- 
ficient to show that R. P. was the party intended 
under the designation of J. P. Semble per Perrin, 
J., that the power of amendment given by the 56th 
section does not extend to the substitution of one 
name for another : Phayre v. McDonald, 1 Ir. C. L. 
460. 

Where a party had been erroneously designated 
in the rate-book as " John M.," and it was proved to 
the satisfaction of the Revising Barrister that no such 
person as *' John M." in fact existed, but that the 
premises were and had for a long period been occu- 
pied by ^' James H.," and had been rated in that 
name until the making of the rate immediately pre- 
ceding, it was held that the Revising Barrister was 
justified in retaining the name of " James H." on 
the list, the error in the rate-book being a technical 
one within the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 69, s. 115 : Moro- 
ney's Caae, 7 Ir. Jur. O. S. 60. 

4. He may amend, but not change the description 
of the nature of qualification in list or claim. He 
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cannot receive evidence of any other qualification 
than that stated. 

The abode of the claimant on the list of voters is 
no part of the qualification ; the Bevising Barrister 
may therefore alter it without requiring the claim- 
ant to prove that he retains the same qualification 
as stated in the Register for the current year : Tut- 
hilVs Case, 7 Ir. C. L. 388. 

The Revising Barrister may amend by adding 
number of house : Barlow v. Munford, H. & P. 335 ; 
or by changing " fee-farm rent" into 51th part of 
fee-farm rent: Cooper v. Ashfidd, K. & G. 200. 

It is the duty for the Clerk of the Peace in coun- 
ties and Town Clerk in boroughs to make a verbatim 
copy of the claim; if this has not been done, the 
Bevising Barrister may look at the original claim, 
and amend list accordingly: Corcoran v. Ford, 10 
Ir. C. L. 544. 

5. He may place on the list of voters the name of 
the claimants omitted from the Clerk of the Peace's 
list of claimants, on proof of the service of notice on 
the Clerk of the Peace and of qualification. 

If the Clerk of the Peace returns the name of a 
claimant on his list, it is quite immaterial whether 
the claim has been signed by the claimant, or notice 
thereof duly served. The Revising Barrister has 
only to see whether the qualification is sufficient, 
and if so, whether it is proved : BametCs Case^ 
7 Ir. C. L. 372; Davies v. Hopkins, 3 C. B. 376; 
O'Brien v. Fenton, 15 Ir. 0. L. 380.— (The marginal 
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note in this case incorrectly states that a claim need 
not be signed personally by a county claimant.) 

If the Clerk of the Peace does not place the 
claimant's name on the list of claimants, the 
claimant must, in the first instance, prove that the 
claim is good in form, and has been duly served. 

The claim must follow the Forms given in the 
Schedule to the Act, "or be to the like effect." 
In the first column the claimant should give his 
Christian name or names and his surname at full 
length. Where the entry in the first column was 
"Nathl. Beggs," it was held sufficient. "The 
claimant was sufficiently described so as to identify 
him": per Fitzgerald, B., 15 Ir. C. L. 370. 

In the second column the claimant's place of 
abode, L e. where he resides with his family, and not 
his offices or chambers, should be set forth. If the 
claimant has no place of abode, it is sufficient to 
describe him as "travelling abroad": Walker v. 
Payne, 2 C. B. 12. If he has two places of abode, 
it is sufficient to state either. 

The third column is headed " I^ature and Amount 
of Qualification." In Daniel v. Complin, 7 M. & G. 
167, Creswell, J., observed: — " It seems to me that 
the nature of the qualification means the nature of 
the thing occupied, whether it be a house, counting- 
house, workhouse, or school; and consequently the 
property only need be described, and not the nature 
of the party's interest in the premises. In describ- 
ing the qualification of county votes, a statement 
of the nature of the title is essential. But when 
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tbe claim is in respect of occupation, a description 
of the thing occupied is sufBcient." 

It has been held that ''£50 freehold" in this 
column is sufficient: FUzgerald*8 Ccue^ 6 Ir. C. L. 
425. So " £50 occupier" was held to be a sufficient 
description in law in the third column, in England, 
and amended into "farm as occupier'*: Howitt v. 
Stephens, K. & G. 173, 

So the word "tenant" was held sufficient, and 
. amended into ''farm as occupying tenant," Williams, 
J., observing that a description perfect in all legal 
essentials was not necessary, but that it was suffi- 
cient if a man of common sense would understand 
what was meant: Birks v. Ellison, E. & G. 507. 

In case of several premises occupied in succession, 
the notice of claim should describe them particu- 
larly in fourth column as houses by their numbers, 
if they have any, and state alL In Hitchins v. Brown, 
2 C. B. 65, " house" was in the third column, and 
" houses, &c., in immediate succession,'* was in the 
fourth. It was held that "house" in the third 
column was a sufficient description of the nature of 
the qualification. It is not necessary to state the 
rating of premises formerly occupied : Hughes' Case, 
3C.&D.131. 

In the case of joint occupation, it is not necessary 
in notice of claim to state that tbe premises are 
occupied jointly. The other joint occupiers need 
not be mentioned: Morrises Case, 3 C. & D. 250; 
Danid v. Camplin, 7 M. & G. 167. 
Where A. claimed in respect of the occupation 
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of premises jointly as a partner, " rated as being of 
the net value of £10 or upwards," it was held bad, 
for not stating an amount of rating qualifying all 
the joint occupiers: ConnelVs Case^ 3 C. & D. 134. 

The word "or" in the heading of the fourth 
column is disjunctive ; identification by any of the 
descriptions there indicated is insufficient in law. 

Where the respondent was described on the list 
of voters as having in the third column a " £50 
freehold;" in the fourth column " several denomi- 
nations of land," and he had parted with some of 
the denominations, the Chairman decided that enough 
• remained vested in him to qualify him as a £50 

freeholder. It was held upon appeal that the suf- 
ficiency of the qualification was a question of fact 
on which the Chairman's decision was final : Carroll 
V. Fisher, 15 Ir. C. L. 368. 

It was provided by the 13 & 14 Vict, that in 
counties the claim should be signed by the claimant. 
This provision is now extended to boroughs by 
section 14 of the Registration Act of 1868. In the 
case of claims under the lodger franchise the sig- 
nature of the claimant is to be witnessed, according 
to the Form 1, Schedule D. 

In Boon's Case^ 3 Ir. C. L. 189, it was decided 
that unless an objection was served or made, the 
Bevising Barrister had no power to require the 
claimant to give evidence of his qualification. By 
section 37 of the Registration Act of 1868, it is 
provided that no claimant shall be registered unless 
evidence be given to prove such claim. The claimant 
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must now, whether objected to or not, be prepared 
to prove his qualification. 

The respondent's name appeared on the previous 
Begister, and on the List No. 7- He was sum- 
moned by the objector, who proposed to examine 
him to prove that he was not entitled to be on the 
Begister then under revision. The respondent de- 
clined to be examined until some evidence was given 
to displace his right, and was not examined. The 
Revising Barrister, having allowed his vote, held 
that the respondent was bound to give his testi- 
mony, and the Bevising Barrister's decision was 
reversed: Peterson v. Balfour, 10 Ir. C. L. 553. 

A. being objected to, produced the list of the 
Clerk of the Union to prove he was a rated occupier, 
and the Register of the year to prove he was tenant. 
It was held that these documents, taken together, 
established &primdf<zcie case, and not being dis- 
placed, A. was entitled to be registered: Byrne's 
Case, 6 Ir. C. L. 413. 

Any rated occupier whose name has been omitted sec. no. 
from any rate may present to the Guardians a 
claim to be rated, in writing, signed with his name, 
and upon such occupier actually paying or tender- 
ing the full amount of the rates then due, &c., the 
Guardians are to insert his name; or in case they 
neglect or refuse, such occupier shall be deemed to 
be rated, &c. 

The claim need not be signed by the claimant 
with his own hand : M'Niffe's Case, 3 Ir. C. L. 186. 

A claim to be rated in respect of premises occupied 
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'in immediate succession need not include both sets 
of premises: Agnew v. 0*ReiUy^ 2 Ir. C. L. 560; and 
see Rogers v. Lewisy K. & G. 279- 

A claim to be rated sent in after notice of objec- 
tion served was held valid, as it qualified by relation, 
as if the name had been inserted in the last-made 
rate: Muldowney v. Malcolmson, 15 Ir. C. L. 375, 

A mere offer to pay, " if any rates were due," is not 
a sufficient tender : Bishop v. SmedUyy 2 C. B. 90. 
Sec 51. Voters whose place of abode, as stated in the list of 

voters, is within the county, but not within the 
polling district of the barony, may claim to vote at 
the polling place of the district where they reside; 
and in case the place of abode is stated, &c., to be 
without the county, may claim to vote at any 
polling place within the county; such claim is to 
he in writing under the voter'' s hand, and delivered to 
and verified before the Revising Barrister. 
Objections. In counties, persons on the Register of voters for 
the time being are the only persons entitled to object, 
except Clerks of the Peace and Clerks of Unions. 
In boroughs, persons on the list of voters are entitled 
to object. 

The last day for serving notices of objection is 
the 20th of August; the notice of objection must 
be according to the Forms in the Schedules to the 
Acts. 

The notice of objection must be signed by the 
objector personally : Toms v. Cuming^ 1 Lutw. 200. 
The notice must be dated. In Ireland, in a case 
where the date was printed as the 10th day of August, 
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1 864, and the objector admitted that it was signed, 
not on the 10th, but after the 10th of August, 1864; 
it was held that the notice was bad, inasmuch as the 
date and the signature should be cotemporaneous : 
Parkinson v. Bropht/, 15 Ir, C. L. 346. This point 
was decided differently in a subsequent case in 
England, and the Court there held that it was suffi- 
cient if the notice was dated someday within the limits 
allowed for giving notice, and while the objector was 
duly qualified to give it: Jones v. Jones, 1 L. K. C. 
P. 140. 

Where the signature was in part wholly illegible 
the notice was held good: Trotter y. Walker y K. & G. 
534. 

Where the signature of the objector was engraved 
upon a stamp, and the stamp was impressed by the ob- 
jector himself upon the notice of objection, the notice 
was held good: Bennett v. Brumfitt^ H. & P. 407. 

In counties the notice of objection must be served 
on the Clerk of the Peace and the person objected to : 
and whenever the person objected to as described in 
the list of voters or claims does not dwell within 
the barony, and the name of the occupying tenant 
of the whole or any part of the qualifying property 
and his place of abode appears on such list, a du- 
plicate notice of objection must be served on said 
occupying tenant. 

In boroughs the notice must be served on the 
Town Clerk and on the person objected to. In all 
notices of objection the place of abode of the ob- 
jector must be stated. 

H 
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A notice of objection which described the votei 
as of Williams' -place, being now on the Register of 
voters for the county of D., was held sufficient: 
Fitzpcdrich's Case, 6 Ir. C. L. 426. 

It is a question of fact for the Revising Barrister 
whether the description of the abode of the objector 
in a notice of objection is sufficient. Where the 
description is such that a letter so addressed would 
reach the objector by post, and the person objected to 
could easily find him upon going to the place stated, 
it is sufficient: Thackwat/ v, Filcher, 2 L. R. C. P. 
100. 

The notice of objection to be served on the person 
objected to, or the occupying tenant, or the Town 
Clerk must state that the objector is registered in 
counties, or on the list of voters in boroughs. Where 
the Forms in the Schedule are followed literally, the 
notice of objection is sufficient. 

A notice of objection to the name of the claimant 
following verbatim, the Form given in Schedule B., 
describing the objector to be " On the list of voters for 
the borough of Sligo," was held sufficient, though the 
Register of voters for the borough of Sligo was 
made up of three separate lists of names : Olphert^s 
Case, 6 Ir. C. L. 422. 

It is, however, desirable that the objector should 
specify the list upon which his name appears. 

Claimant's name appeared on the list of voters as 
a freeholder. His qualification was stated thereon 
to arise out of land at T., in the occupation of a 
tenant. Notice of objection was served on claimant, 
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but no duplicate notice was sent to the tenant, 
which, as the claimant resided out of the barony, 
be contended was necessary. The objector sub- 
mitted he was not bound to give such notice, as the 
tenant's place of abode did not appear on the list. 
The Barrister held that the tenant's place of abode 
did sufficiently appear on the list, and that notice to 
him was necessary : Crosbys Case^ 4 Ir. Jur. N. S. 
107. 

A notice was given as follows: — *' To Mr. Sidney 
Rice- Force. I hereby give you notice, that I object 
to the name of Force, Sidney Kice being retained,*' 
&c. This was objected to on the ground that it did 
not comply with the statutory form, as the names 
were used instead of the pronoun "your," and the 
Christian and surnames were transposed. Held 
that the notice was essentially in the form required 
by the Statute, and that, if the transposition of the 
names was a mis-description, it was cured by section 
101, which enacts, that no misnomer or inaccurate 
description of the person shall vitiate the notice: 
Force v. Flood, H. & P. 475. 

If an objector has two places of abode, it is suffi- 
cient to state either : Courtis v. Blight, K. & G. 475. 

In the notice to the Clerk of the Peace or Town 
Clerk, it is competent to a person to insert all the 
names on the list of voters in the county or city ob- 
jected to by him, a separate notice for each not being 
necessary: Smith v. HoUoway, 1 H. & R. 315. 

Giving notice of an objection to a claim to vote is 
the exercise of a public duty, and, therefore the ob-

jector has no power to withdraw an objection once 
made. If the notices of objection are proved, the 
Revising Barrister is bound to call upon the voter to 
prove his qualification : Proudfoot v. Barnes^ 2 L. 
R. C. P. 88. 

notice^ ^^ Service of the notices of claim and objection nmy 

be effected as follows: — The Clerk of the Peace or 
Union may be served by giving him the notice per- 
sonally, by leaving it at his abode or office or other 
place for transacting business, or by sending it 
through the post. 

The person objected to, and occupying tenant, 
may be served by giving them the notice of objec- 
tion personally, by leaving it at their abodes, or by 
sending it through the post. 

The Town Clerk may be served by giving him 
the notice of claim or objection personally, or send- 
ing it through the post. 

Sect.us. The 113th sec. provides, That any person wishing 

to serve a notice of objection may deliver the same, 
directed to the person to whom it is to be sent, at 
his place of abode, as described in the list of voters, 
open and in duplicate, to the Postmaster of any 
post office where money orders are received and paid. 

The Postmaster is then required to compare the 
notice and duplicate, and, on being satisfied that they 
are alike in their address and contents, to forward 
one of them to its address by the post, and to stamp 
the other with the stamp of the said post office, and 
return it to the party bringing it. The postage 
must be prepaid on the notice forwarded, and the 
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Postmaster is entitled to charge twopence for regis- 
tration. 

The stamped duplicate is made evidence of the 
notice having been delivered to the person to whom 
it is addressed on the day it would reach him in the 
ordinary course of post. 

The stamped duplicate is conclusive evidence of 
sufficient service, though the notice may not, in fact, 
have been forwarded : Hornshy v. Robaon^ K. & G. 

" The two notices to be presented at the post office 
should be each an original, signed with the hand 
of the objector, duly directed with a direction 
written on the outside, and identical in all essen- 
tials :" per Fitzgerald, J., Wynne's Case, 

Where the duplicate was addressed on the inside 
at the face and top of the notice only, it was held 
insufficient. " If the notice is to be sent by post, it 
cannot be said to be duly directed for that purpose 
unless it bears an external address:" Birch ^.Ed- 
wards, 56 B. 45. 

Where the stamped duplicate had a proper ex- 
ternal address, and the notice sent had none, but 
was enclosed in an envelope which bore the same 
external address as the stamped duplicate, it was 
held that the notice sent was not a duplicate, as it 
had not an external address: Wynne's Case^ 15 Ir. 
C. L. 359. 

Where the stamped duplicate had the word 
*' cppy" written thereon, and the notice sent had 
not, it was held the difference was immaterial, and 
fl2 
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that they were identical in essentials: Benesh y. 
Booth, H. & P. 223. 

Notices of objection to a voter for the county of. 
Middlesex were sent to the overseers by post, enclosed 
in one envelope, addressed *' To the Overseers of the 
Parish of Acton," in the county of Middlesex, pur- 
suant to section 103 of the 6 & 7 Vict. s. 38, and 
were duly received and published by them: held 
that this was a sufficient service, as service through 
the post was the same as service by an agent, and 
that the objector was not bound to show that he had 
complied with all the requirements as to posting of 
section 100: Smith v. Jamea, 11 C.B. N. S. 62. 

Sect 62. By the 62nd section the Revising Barrister is 

empowered to award costs not exceeding twenty 
shillings against claimants or objectors, in the case 
of groundless, frivolous, or vexatious claims or ob- 
jections, which orders are to be suspended in case 
of appeal, and to abide the event. The order must 
be in writing, signed and dat^, specifying the sum, 
and by whom and to whom, and when and where the 
same is to be paid ; and until such payment is made 
no other claim or objection by the same party is to 
be heard. 

Sect 56. The Revising Barrister is in open court to write 

his initials against the names and dates of registry 
expunged or inserted, and against any part of the 
list in which any mistake has been corrected, or 
any omission supplied, or any insertion made by 
him, and to sign his name to every page of the 
lists. 
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The Revising Barrister is then to transmit the sect 68. 
lists of voters, signed as aforesaid^ to the Clerks of 
the Peace in the county and borough, who are forth- 
with to print the said lists, with the names in each 
barony in alphabetical order, &c., so that the lists 
for each barony may be conveniently detached from 
all other lists in the same book. The Clerk of the 3i a 82 vict. 

c 112« ss. 24, 

Peace for the county is then to sign and deliver his ^^' 
book to the Sheriflf of the county, and the Clerk of 
the Peace for the borough to sign and deliver his 
book to the Revising OflGlcer for the borough, on or 
before the first day of November in the year 1868, and 
on or before the last day of December in 1869, and 
every succeeding year ; and each of the said books is to 
be the Register during the year, commencing on the 
1st day of January next after such Register is made. 
Until the book has been signed and delivered by 
the Clerk of the Peace to the Sheriff, the lists therein 
do not constitute the final and true Register: 
Brumfit V. Bremner, 90. B. N. S. 1. 

The Register is to be conclusive evidence that the Sect. 85. 
persons therein named continue to have the qualifi- 
cations which are annexed to their names in force at 
the election, and primd facie evidence of their right Sect 63. 
to have their names inserted in the Register for the 
ensuing year. It is a document of such a public 
nature as to be admissible in evidence on its mere 
production by the Returning Officer, and therefore 
an examined or certified copy of it is also admis- 
sible: Eeed v. Larnb, 6 H. & N. 75. 

Rate-books, or a compared copy thereof, or any 
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Sect 106. part thereof, are made conclusive evidence of the 
entries therein as to the value of lands, and prima 
facie evidence of the several other remedies therein 
stated. 
Sect 86. Persons rejected by the Revising Barrister may 

tender their votes, which the Deputy is to receive 
and enter, but not allow. 

The Revising Barrister has power to administer 
oaths, &c., and to adjourn from polling- place to 
polling-place, and from day to day, until the 25th 
of October. 

The Clerk of the Peace has now power to adjourn 
in certain cases: 31 & 32 Vict. c. 112, s. 39. 

No party or other person shall appear or he attended 

or heard by counsel, 

s^Hom Officers having custody of rate or rate-book who 

beet m. wilfully refuse or neglect to attend^ when duly required 

by summons under the hand of the Revising Barrister, 

may be fined in a sum not exceeding £5. 

Clerks of Unions, Clerks of the Peace, and Town 
Clerks, who wilfully omit or insert the names of 
any persons on their lists, or make default in their 
duty in other respects, may be fined £5, which fine 
is not to affect or abridge any right of action against 
them. 
Sect 84. Section 84 provides how fines are to be recovered. 

Sect 103. Every Sheriff*, under Sheriff, Clerk of the Peace, 

Town Clerk, Clerk of the Union, High Constable, 
Returning Officer, Clerk of the Crown and Hanaper, 
Postmaster, or other person or public officer required 
by the Act to do any matter or thing shall, for every 
wilful misfeasance or wilful act of omission or com- 
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mission contrary to the Act, forfeit to any party 
aggrieved the penal sum of one hundred pounds, 
or such less sum as the jury, &c., with full costs. 

Collectors making default in returning to Clerks 
of Unions the names and descriptions of persons 
who have paid their rates, and the sums paid ; or 
who neglect or refuse to assist the Clerks of Unions, 
or who give false information which may lead to the 
insertion or omission of the name of any person, &c., 
are made liable to a penalty not exceeding £10, to 
be recovered summarily before any Justice of the 
Peace, and levied by distress. 

Any person wilfully destroying, &c., any copy, sect4L 
Eegister, list, notice, &c., affixed for publication 
during the period for which the same are required 
to be affixed, is to forfeit a sum not exceeding 
forty shillings, nor less than ten shillings, to any 
person who will sue, &c., before two justices. 

Claimants to have their names inserted in any Appeals. 
list; objectors to the names of others being in- 
serted in any list; and any person whose name has 
been expunged may appeal. There is no provision 
for a person objecting to a name being retained 
appealing. 

The appellant must, on the same day the decision ^^*- ^^ 
has been pronounced, either by himself or some one 
on his behalf, give the Revising Barrister notice in 
writing that he is desirous to appeal, and in such 
notice shall state the decision against which he 
desires to appeal. 

The " decision*^ must be on a point of law material Sect. 78. 
to the result. No appeal is to be allowed on any 
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question of fact only, or upon the admissibility or 
effect of evidence adduced to establish facts only. 

In Carroll v. Fisher^ 15 Ir. C. L. 369, the Revising 
Barrister admitted probate as evidence to prove a free- 
hold devise, and the appellant contended that pro- 
bate "was not ''^sufficient evidenceJ^ ' The Revising 
Barrister ruled the probate was "sufficient evi- 
dence." If he was wrong in point of law, the name 
was to be expunged. Fitzgerald, B., in his judg- 
ment, said: — *'The Chairman is the sole judge of 
the admissibility of the evidence. The question as to 
whether there was any evidence or not has not hem 
reserved?'* 

The case appears, however, to turn rather on the 
effect than the admissibility of the evidence, as the 
question reserved was its sufficiency. 

The Revising Barrister is not bound to grant the 
appeal, unless '^ he thinks it reasonable and proper 
that it should be entertained." 

If he grants the appeal, he is to state, in writing, 
the facts, which, according to his judgment, have 
been established by the evidence in the case, and 
read the statement in open Court for the appellant; 
and the appellant, or some one on his behalf, is then 
to add a declaration, under his hand, to the fol- 
lowing effect (that is to say) : — *'I appeal from this 
decision ;" or words to that effect. 

The Revising Barrister should state the conclu- 
sion of facts at which he has arrived (not the evidence 
which has been given), which are, in his opinion, 
material to the result, and his opinion as to the ma- 
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teriality of the facts to be set forth in his statement 
is conclusive : Hinton v. Town Clerk of Wenlock, 
7 M. & G. 106 ; McDonald's Case, 2 Ir. C. L. 570. 
The Court has no jurisdiction to entertain any ques- 
tion but that reserved by the Revising Barrister ; nor 
any points not raised before him : In re Neville, 3 Ir. 
Jur. N. S. 245 ; Simpson v. Wilkinson, 7 M. &. G. 
50. The Eevising Barrister must endorse on the 
statement the name of the county and barony, 
or borough, to which the same relates, and the 
Christian name and surname, and place of abode 
of the appellant and respondent, and sign and date 
such endorsement. This last provision is directory, 
not mandatory, and the Court will entertain an 
appeal notwithstanding the omission of the place of 
abode from the endorsement : M^Keown v. Bradford, 
7 Ir. Jur. N. S. 169. 

If the appeal purport to be signed after the statu- 
tutable period for holding the Revision Court, the 
Court has no jurisdiction to hear it; Fowler^ s Case, 
1 Ir. C. L. 462. 

The Court cannot entertain an appeal against a 
decision of a Revising Barrister, unless the require- 
ments of the 6 & 7 Vict. c. 18, s. 42, have been fully 
complied with, or there is a clear and unequivocal 
consent to waive the performance of them : Scoit v. 
Durant, 18 C. B. N. S. 205. 

Although the decisions of the Court upon cases 
stated by Eevising Barristers under 6 & 7 Vict. c. 
18, are, by section 66, declared to be final and con- 
clusive in the case upon the point of law adjudi- 
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catedupoD,it is, nevertheless, competent to a Revising 
Barrister, upon a future occasion, and between other 
parties, again to raise the question even in relation 
to the same property qualification : Roberts v. Per- 
cival, 18 C. B. N. S. 36. 

The Court of Exchequer Chamber will review its 
own decisions in registry appeals, but only where 
strong grounds for doing so be shown : Comialcey v. 
Browne, 6 Ir. Jur. N. S. 109. 

The Court above has no jurisdiction with respect 
to the lists of voters in parliamentary elections, ex- 
cept upon appeals from the Bevising Barristers' 
courts; therefore, where a Barrister had by mistake 
struck off the name of a voter from a borough list 
on which he had a right to be, intending to strike 
his name off the county list on which he had not a 
right to be, the Court could not interfere in any way 
to restore the name on the borough voters' list : 
Allen's Casey 6 C. B. N.S. 334. 
IStw*^"*^ The party in whose favour the decision appealed 
against has been given is to be the respondent ; but 
if there be no such party, or if such party, or some 
one on his behalf, state in writing that he declines to 
support the decision appealed against as respondent, 
the Assistant Barrister may name any p^son inte- 
rested in the matter of the appeal, with his consent, to 
be respondent; or the Clerk of the Peace, or Town 
Clerk, without consent. The respondent is en- 
titled to a copy of the statement and endorsement if 
he require it. 

The Revising Barrister may consolidate two or 
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more appeals in case it appears to bim that they have 
turned upon the same point of law. 

Appeals cannot be consolidated under the 6tb & sect 60. 
7tb Vict, c 18, 8. 44, unless they depend upon the 
same precise point of law, to be decided on the 
same facts ; where, therefore, a consolidated appeal 
contained a different statement of facts as applicable 
to the several voters requiring several decisions in 
point of law, the Court declined to entertain it: 
Rohsm V. Browne, 1 C. B. N.S. 34. 

The Revising Barrister is to deliver the statement Sect 77. 
signed by him to the appellant, who is to transmit it 
to the Clerk of the Errors in the Court of Exchequer 
Chamber, at Dublin ; and at the same time a notice 
signed by him^ stating his intention to prosecute said 
appeal. The statement and notice must be sent 
within the first four days in the Michaelmas Term 
next after the decision. The appellant must also 
serve a six-day notice, s^ned by him (a), on the 
respondent, stating his intention to prosecute the 
appeal, and should have an affidavit of such service 
at the hearing if the respondent does not appear. 
The due transmission of the statement and notice 
is the foundation of the jurisdiction, and an omission 
in that respect, even though accidental, cannot be sect. 78. 
cured by consent of the parties : Auty v. Topham, 
5 M. & G. 1 ; Prior v. Waring, 5 C. B. 63. The 
Court may remit the case to the Court below, in

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case the statement of the matter of the appeal is in- 
sufficient. 
Sects. 79, 80, The decisions of the Court of Appeal are binding 
on petition, and the Register is to be corrected in 
pursuance of the same. A copy of the decision, 
purporting to be signed by the Clerk of the Errors, 
is made sufficient evidence without proof of his 
signature. 
Costa. Costs are in the discretion of the Court, but in 

no case can they make an order for or in favour of 
a respondent, unless he appears. 

When the decision of the Revising Barrister is 
reversed no costs are given. 

A respondent will not be allowed costs in a case 
of appeal where the case is a reasonably fit one for 
argument: Clarke v. Overseers of Bury St. Edmunds, 

"Where the decision of the Revising Barrister in 
support of the franchise is affirmed, the respondent 
is allowed his costs as of course : De BoineviUe v. 
Arnold, 1 C. B. N. S. 22. 

Where the decision was for the appellant and 
against the franchise, but not upon the merits, the 
costs were not allowed: Barclay v. Parrott, 1 C. B. 
N. S. 52. 

If the appellant does not appear, the decision is 
usually affirmed, with costs: White v. Pring^ 8 
C. B. 13.
